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A UNITED SYNAGOGUE “CRISIS” 


AS will be seen from our news columns, there is trouble at the 


Council of the United Synagogue, and the honorary officers, 


headed by Sir Ropert WaLey CoHeN, have resigned in a body. 
What, many will ask, is this untimely little upheaval all about? 
Let us, as briefly as possible, set forth the facts. There are, 
as everyone knows, a considerabie number of German-Jewish 
refugees in London at this moment. These unfortunate exiles, or 
at any rate a number of them, asked, accgrding to Sir Rosert’s 
explanation, that an opportunity should be given them for 
religious worship in a form which, while otherwise preserving the 
age-long traditions of the United Synagogue services, would 
enable sermons to be preached in their own language, and a 
German. minister to be provided whom they respected as a 
religious guide. [Some of these services, by the way, have 
already been held] To these requests the Council was, last 
Monday, urged to agree, the choice of the minister being left 
open for future decision. Further, it was suggested that a special 
committee, formed of four members of the Council and four 
of the refugees, should have charge of the working of the 
scheme, which was in any case to last for one year only. Now, 
on the face of it, these proposals seem both fair and workable. 
It might be argued that it sets up German-Jewish ghettoes 
in the midst of the community. But this objection had not 


been overlooked. It was specifically stated that the purpose 


in view was gradually to lead our German coreligionists into 
the United Synagogue fold at the end of the year. With that 


** 28—29 


object, it was proposed that they should become assessed members 
of the United Synagogue, so that they might as soon as possible 
be associated with the Synagogue in their district. 

But the critics hotly pressed another and different objection. It 
was said that the refugees came from religious surroundings which 
were Liberal in tendency, and visions were no doubt conjured up of 
“Reform ” stealthily entering our strongholds of orthodoxy. But 
the Cuter Rassi is not haunted by such fears. “Not only,’” he says, 
“are these services permissible, but I can conceive of few under- 
takings more urgent, wise, and beneficent than this religious 
enterprise which the Honorary Officers, af my earnest request *’ 
(our italics) “are placing before the Council.’’ In any case, if 
the refugees, many of whom by the way are “ Conservative,’ do 
carry the “ reform "”’ poison concealed about their persons, would 
not the Cuter Rapa have a voice in the decision as to whether 
it should or should not be administered? After all, if the 
Council and those they represent are-so determined to hold that 
obnoxious admixture at arm’s length, are they bereft of power to 
such a degree that they must accept it. when proffered? Are we 
to suppose that the Council’s representatives on the special 
committee would twiddle their thumbs in the face of danger, or 
that the Synagogues’ representatives whom it is proposed to 


co-opt on the committee would fall fast asleep? Many members 


ofacommittees, no doubt, do often wage a losing battle with 


Morpheus, but it is not necessary to suppose that men burning | 


with a desire to safeguard their threatened faith would be so 
unfortunate ! 

The critics, howe ever, would | not be comforted. They talked 
about the Unrted Synagogue as Orthodoxy’s “last ditch,’’ and 


' despite Sir Rosert’s announcement that the matter would be 


treated as one of confidence, they carried an amendment which 


hung the scheme up for six months (a proposal that can only 
produce a disturbed and uneasy truce). Thereupon the Honorary | 


Officers resigned, while stating their intention to carry on until 


their successors were appointed, and the crisis began! 


Frankly, this result almost moves one to tears of despair for the 
communal common sense, Or even its sanity. Here was a question 
laughably easy ia. comparison with the formidable problems that 
beset us day and night. i would be-settled by any body of reasonable 
men meeting round a table—even by so simple a device as appoint- 
ing a majority of Orthodex Jews to the committee in charge of the 
services. But no; there must be a three-hour discussion lasting 
until nearly midnight, and a cast-iron attitude on the part of the 
critics, followed by the resignations—not for the first time in United 
Synagogue history—of the whole of the Honorary Officers. In 
the expressive American phrase, they were ‘“‘thru’’! Obviously 
if officials are always to resiga when they cannot have theirs 
own way the communal administration will become impossible. 
The practice might even extend to the Chief Rabbi, whose opinions 
have been flouted on the present occasion, and in the end not only 
could the community’s government not be carried on, but would- 
be workers would throw up their hands in disgust. In short, 


a deplorable absence of administrative resourcefulness has been 


displayed, as well as a lack of sense of proportion. The whole 
proceedings at the Council are suggestive of the prevalent febrile 
conditions, if they cannot be summarily dismissed as ‘* moonbeams 
from the larger Junacy.’’ 

We do not believe that the Honora ry Officers seriously want to 
persist in their resignation. We are still reluctant to think that 
their opponents wish to push -their antagonism to any and every 
length. And assuredly the refugees themselves would intensely 
regret any cleavage of which they were the‘innocent cause. Why 


- cannot representatives of both sides “ stop this fooling ’’ and mect 


in conference like sensible men, in order to hammer out some 
agreement? Heaven knows, they and all of us have a sufficiency 
of more immediate and formidable anxieties without wanting to 
add to them an unjustifiable domestic quarrel. The present difficulty 


provides a test of the common sense and public spirit of those 


ly concerned. If they fail to pass it, they will aim a resounding 
ow at the public confidence and the public morale. We ask them 


to negotiate a speedy settlement, and then to try it out. The 


United Synagogue eccupies far too important a place in the 
communal life for it to become the oe of futile 
faction and strife. 
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NOTES OF THE WEEK 


REFUGEES: NEW DEVELOPMENTS 

Two welcome rifts have appeared this week in the dense clouds which 
overhang the refugees problem. The prospect is held out of a break 
with the principle that the Governments represented on the Intergovern- 
mental Committee will give no direct financial assistance to the 


refugees. And President Roosevelt has again given a stimulus to 


a more vigorous dealing with the whole question by inviting the 
Chairman, Vice-Chairman, and Director of the Committee to meet 
him in conference in the first week of September. The first of these 
two developments represents a somewhat belated recognition that 
the handling of the problem has passed beyond the power of 
private organisations—confirmation of this fact will be found 
in the statement made at the last Deputies meeting that the deficit 
accumulated by the Council for German Jewry was “ staggering.” 
The British Government are, therefore, examining the manner and 
extent to which private subscriptions for an emigration fund might 
be encouraged by Government help, possibly on a basis proportionate 
to the amount of private assistance. If the other Governments will 


co-operate in this proposal, Britain will put forward a scheme. Clearly, | 


a great deal of the value of this proposal will depend on the inter- 
pretation to be given to the words “ proportionate help.” Simce 1933, 
the impressive sum of £3,000,000 has been raised in this country, apart 


from the Baldwin and other Funds. Even, however, when we add to. | 


this total the sums raised abroad as well as the proceeds of the fresh 
appeal that is contemplated, it becomes obvious that the Governments’ 
proportion must be a very considerable one if anything like a real 
impression is to be made on the difficulty. 


MONEY ALONE IS NOT ENOUGH 


We are assuming, of course, that the object in view is not only — 


the desirable one mentioned by Mr. Chamberlain, of freeing the 
countries of refuge from the immigrants they now shelter, but con- 
templates a resolute handling of the question in its most comprehensive 
form, including the creation of large settlements overseas. Anything 
short of that would be only a piecemeal policy which did not take 
account of a possible flood of new exiles, with which no private charity 
could hope to deal. If the thirty-two Governments represented on the 
Committee would contribute or lend or guarantee, on an average, 
£3,000,000 apiece, 2 sum would be raised with which, including 
a fair Jewish contribution, at least a real start could be made 
with the solution of the problem. A good strat could also be made, 
indeed, if sufficient pressure could be brought on the German Govern- 
ment to disgorge the 500 million marks raised, according to an official 
German statement, up till March of this year, by the iniquitous fine 
levied on German Jewry. One has to bear in mind, however, that 
money: only, however plentiful, cannot end the trouble, unless there 
are countries of settlement in which it can be employed. It is the 
apparent lack of such assured outlets for large numbers of refugees 
that constitutes the most depressing feature of the situation at this 


. moment. One can only hope profoundly that the existence of a big 


fund would stimulate the finding of the needed areas, and that the 


“energy and resourcefulness of the United States President, whose new 


initiative constitutes the second of the new developments to which we 
have referred, coupled with the indispensable opening of the doors of 
Palestine—an urgent need—will do the rest. 


COMMUNAL RUMOURS 


THe Community has recently been disturbed by unpleasant rumours 
in connection with the communal administration, and it was as well 


therefore that a question on the subject should have been put at — 


Sunday's meeting of the Deputies, the body perhaps most seriously 
concerned. Answering an inquiry as to whether it was a fact that 
any officer or member either of the Defence Committee or of the 
London Area Council received any remuneration for his services, 
Mr. Liverman replied in the negative, adding only the reservation that, 
acting on the instructions of the special Finance Committee, one 
member of the Defence Committee, who is also a member of the 
Board, had been approached for the assistance of his office and him- 
self in the work of fund-raising. Both the member and his staff had 
had valuable experience in this type of work. They undertook the 
maintenance of the necessary machinery of their appeal. And a pay- 
ment was made to the member's office for such service. The arrange- 
ment, it was added, had operated considerably to the advantage of the 
Board. While recording this reply, however, we feel it our duty to 
make one comment. A case may conceivably arise in the future in 


which it is considered fair and even necessary to awardanhonorariumor 


salary to a member or hon. officer of the Deputies. If this happens, we 
hope that no step of the kind will be taken without the formal consent 
of the Deputies in public meeting. To that proposition we believe the 
Board would unanimously assent. Secondly, we would lay down the 
proposition that no branch of paid work should be assigned to a 
member of the Board, unless notification of the intention to do so has 
been previously made to the Board and the Board has agreed. To that 
proposition, too, suggested, as in the other case, in order to preclude 
the circulation of damaging reports, if nothing more, the Board would, 
we believe, give its unqualified approval. In delicate matters like 


- meethesc, the Board must not only do.the right thing but appear to do it. 


CONDITIONS IN THE FURNITURE TRADE 

THe Ministry of Labour has, as we announce in anotier column, 
decided to apply the Trade Board Acts to the furniture industry, in view 
of the unsatisfactory working conditions in some of its sections, and jt js 
to be hoped that the improvement expected from this step will be duly 
secured. It has always been felt, however, by the men’s organisation 
that there was a danger that the minimum wage fixed by a Trade 
Board might tend to become the standard rate of pay, and in that way 
depress the higher wage levels that exist. There is some substance, 
therefore, in the trade union contention that, before a Trade Board jis 
set up, wages and hours should be regulated in accordance with the 
voluntary agreement now in operation but which is not observed by 
all employers. If the two masters’ organisations which now function 
independently could come together on the basis of abiding by the 
agreement, the necessity for any official intervention at all would, if 
the understanding were honourably observed, be materially reduced, 
or might even disappear altogether. Jewish employers, not a few of 


whom have excellent records in dealing with their men, would perform | 


a public service if they helped to carry out this suggestion. 


THE FLIGHT OF MR. WICKS 

Tue silly season apparently comes earlier in Germany than in the 
more “ effete” democratic countries, and is already heralded there by 
the epic story of the flight of one, Mr. H. W. Wicks, from his native 
England to the Reich. This gentleman has been eagerly seized on by 
Goebbels’s paper, the ANGRIFF, which announces, with a great display, 
the arrival of the first “ English émigré” from “the Jewish reign of 
terror in England,” and the fact that he is now “enjoying the protec- 


tion of the Reich.” The announcement marks an amusing departure 


from the usually stodgy and tasteless mess calied German propaganda. 
But for the rest, like all the Goebbels propaganda, it sadly overdoes 


_the significance of the incident. The unfortunate refugee in question 


has a firm belief that he was persecuted in his homeland, but that he 
will not be “ bumped off” in Germany, though in England “ someone 
might have been hired to do it.”. In fact, this alleged Jew-hater pro- 
claims himself, with rather peculiar inaptness, an “ English Dreytus.” 
Three years ago he was found guilty of publishing a defamatory libel, 
and sentenced to a year’s imprisonment, after his legal representative 
had suggested that it was a case of a highly excitable man who had 
invented all kinds of things without realising the seriousness of them 
and had persuaded himself they were true. 


Herr Goebbels may persuade himself, too, that this individual, who 
confesses that he is living on the charity of Germans, is, nevertheless, 
the ideal medium for drawing other refugee Britons to-his “ over- 


‘crowded ” country. Most Englishmen will think that he is ludicrously 


overrating his “find.” In any case, the remaining 44,499,999 people 
in these islands show no signs of following Mr. Wicks to his spiritual 
home and the only inference to be drawn from the whole incident is 
that the Goebbels stock of anti-Jewish abuse is running dangerously’ 
low. 


FASCIST RANT 


Despire Mr. Wicks and his “Jewish terror,” the Fascist 
Fiihrer, Sir Oswald Mosley, was able last Sunday to stage a 
meeting in a big exhibition hall in London, to placard the streets and 
railway stations with announcements of its coming, and to hold forth 
for almost two hours without interference and abuse the Jews to his 
heart’s content. Was there ever such a meek and mild tyranny in all 
history? And how many Germans in the Reich are there who would 
not jump at the chance of only half such a measure of liberty? _ Exalted 
on a high platform in the glare of spotlights, and after the 
customary Nazi ceremonial, Mosley indulged in the familiar anti- 
Jewish gibes. There was the old charge about the Press being con- 
trolled by Jewish financiers, although his speech was well reported 
in the newspapers on the, following day. There was the usual attack 
on British political parties, as well as “ Jewish international financiers.” 
C areless of the imperious need for national unity in a tremendous 
international crisis, he proclaimed that “a million Britons shall not 
die in your Jews’ quarrel "—as if anybody had ever dreamed of asking 
them to. Obviously all this kind of mischievous balderdash can only 
end in sowing strife in the country, diverting attention from the real 


issues, and weakening the hands of both the Governmet and the 


people. It is, as such, a grave disservice to the State. But it is also a 
warning to Jews not to think that they can ignore the attacks on 


eae the same quarter and to see that at all costs the truth should 
toid,

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Isaiah and the Modern World 


In these troubled times, when men’s spirits are depressed by the 
unrest in the world and the uncertainty of the future, it is of infinite 
value to turn to the pages of that life-giving source of strength, the 
Bible, and there seek that guidance, that stimulating encouragenient 
that will enable us to face the trials of our days. In Psalmist. in 
Prophet, in philosophic teacher of Wisdom, no less than in the lessons 
taught by the early history of Israel, will be found messages of hope- 
fulness and of unswerving faith in the ultimate triumph of Right 
and Justice, whose power can never die, for they are the spiritual 
essence of humanity itself. As an illustration of this wondrous influence 
of the Book of Books, the sections of the Prophets for this and several 
succeeding Sabbaths breathe into our hearts that spirit of comfort and 
fortitude that we to-day so sorely need. The whole of these Haftaroth 
are selected from the book of Isaiah, that saintly man of God, whose - 
lips were touched by the Divine fire-and whose pen was guided by 
the genius of perfect literary expression. His prophecies, with their 
noble splendour of utterance, will never cease to be accounted among 
the glories of the world’s spiritual literature. “ Come, let us reason 
together! ” exclaims the prophet. With this desire. for enlightenment 
should the lessons of the chapters of Isaiah be closely studied and 
their inspiration be absorbed into our very souls. 

As though foreshadowing the calamities that befell Israel in days 
gone by during this month of the year, when Temple and monarchy 
and Fatherland crumbled into ruin, the Haftara of this week graphic- 
ally depicts the grief of the prophet at the moral downfall of the 
people, their betrayal of the sacred trust given into their charge. They 
had loudly boasted of their devoted service of God and their obedience 
to His commands, but they had an entikely perverted conception of 
the true meaning of Religion. Completely disregarding their moral 
obligations of duty towards their feilow-m\en, they hugged to their 
breasts the fatal delusion that a strict obsetyance of the ceremonial 
laws of the Torah, the offering of costly-sacNfices upon the altar of 
the Temple—that this soulless form of so-calledreligion was in every 
way acceptable to their Divine Master, whom they professed to serve. 
In scathing words that sear and burn, the prophet siyips off this veil of 
self-deception. “Wash you, make you clean. Put @way the evil of 
your doings from before Mine eyes. Cease to do évil; hsarn to do well; 
seek justice, relieve the oppressed... .” Your outward™display of 
religious virtue is hypocrisy, it is the absolute negation of | 
of God. A right understanding of religion teaches, above all else, a 
ceaseless pursuit of an exalted standard of daily conduct. It assigns 
to the performance of ceremonial its right place, but its all-embracing 
fundamental doctrine is that the service of God and the service of 

- man are one and indivisible. This is the message of Isaiah, this is the 
eternal message of Judaism. From it are derived those ethical principles 
that are the foundations of both private and public life, without which 

' there can be no stability, no permanent values in human affairs. “ Zion 
Shall be redeemed with justice.” This is the keynote of the teaching 
of the prophet—as vital in our own days as in the distant past in 
which he flourished. It conveys the consoling lesson that no disturb- 
ing doubts. can shake our positive conviction in the victory of Truth 
and Right, in spite of all that is happening in various parts of the 
world in our own time. 

Events are taking place that are at conflict with our optimism and 
our idealism, that appear to disprove the very existence of any form 
of Divine Government of the universe. The bases of our civilisation 
are sinking and slipping. The world is collapsing in darkness and the 
agony of nations. The strong trample on the weak, brute force and 
threats are destroying freedom and enslaving mankind, the sole argu- 
ment that rulers employ with suecess being that exercised by guns and 
aeroplanes. These enemies of Justice and Right loudly boast of their 
nationalism, their religious creed consists in consecrating all their 
energies to the development of the State, in disregard of every con- 
sideration of morality and humanity. They have set up their own 
idols: and seek to compel all to bow down before them, even as 
once men prostrated themselves to a Baal or a Moloch. Upon the 
altars of these man-made deities they sacrifice the principles of Peace, 
Mercy, and Brotherly Love; their political weapons are falsehood and 
the violence of the mailed fist.. The evil they are doing is magnified 
by their pretence of honouring the name of God with their lips—while 
in their hearts there is to be found no vestige of compassion or of 

_ Fighteousness. They have utterly corrupted their people, as in the days 
of the prophet. An intolerant racialism, ridiculed by scientists, has 
led to cruel persecution of innocent tens of thousands; the minds of 
the young are being poisoned by a noxious form of irreligious educa- 
tion that can only produce the most disastrous results for the coming 
generation. | | 

It is this perversion of spiritual doctrine, this distorted idea of what 
constitutes the greatness of a nation that is so repugnant to Jewish 
teaching, and that was so sternly denounced by our prophet. In his 
glowing chapters the ultimate goal of mankind is depicted as the estab- 
lishment of a world of Peace, Brotherhood, and Contentment, when 
all men of goodwill will unite to uphold the ideals of Liberty and 
Justice that alone make life worth living. The anti-toxins of religion 

. Must neutralise the poison that is afflicting humanity to-day, man must 
go back to a living faith in God, for therein will he find his salvation. 


The hour is dark, the clouds hang heavily over our heads, Israel is 


passing through grievous tribulations, and yet we will hear the voice 
of the prophet cheering 


us on our way and proclaiming “ Comfort 
ye, comfort ye, my people.” The day of deliverance is at hand “ when 


the glory of the Lord shall be revealed and all flesh shall see it together.” 
Israel has been “a man of sorrows and acquainted with grief” in the 
past, but the mercy of Divine Providence has redeemed him times out 
of number, To this certain assurance we will never cease to bling, 
for as the day follows the night, “ only in thg/Lord shall one say 
of Me is victory and strength: . . .

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR 


SOME ODD COMMUNAL TYPES 


By WATCHMAN 

IN one important respect, I suppose, the Jewish Community does not 
differ from any other in the country. By which I mean to say that it is 
composed, in the main, of stolid, :matter-of-tact, conventional. and 
decent folk who plod along without displaying any particular 
eccentricities or abnormalities, and with their minds set almost 
exclusively on earning their daily bread and rearing their families as 
best they can. Some people think that, after a time, good, honest 


people of this type tire of the humdrum life and feel a sudden urge 


for collective adventure and excitement, and that that is the militarists’ 
opportunity—vide the English outbreak over “Jenkin’s Ear™ and 
Walpole’s famous remark about wringing their hands later on. But 
that is only a theory, which may or may not be true. Normally, the 
humdrum people prefer, consciously or unconsciously, to tread the 


well-worn paths of what Colonel Wedgwood would perhaps call 


“ respectability,” but which might better be described as pacific con- 
ventionality, and they tread them from childhood to the grave. 


At the same time, however, the mass is still leavened by a minority 
with pronounced ideas and habits of their,own which mark them off. 
more or less, on occasion, from the majority of their fellows. The pages 
of Charles Dickens are full of such types, and, of course, the Jews 
being a “ peculiar” people also breed this peculiar progeny. Jewish 
novelists have, no doubt, fastened on them in their writings, but as 
one goes about the daily round, whee based specimens with which 


if at all. Here are just a few: A little\while ago, I chanced across an 
old acquaintance. There seemed to be something on his mind, and 
at last out # came: “I rarely see THe Jewisa CHRONICLE.” he said— 
please mark those words—* but I took it up the other day and I was 
astonished to find that there was nothing about Shavuoth im it!” Of 
course, one might have retorted that perhaps it wasn't “kept” by a 
considerable number of the Community, seeing that the first day of the 
Festival was also Derby Day. What was really in his mind, however, 
was that this paper had forsaken the practice of the old days and 
failed to give pages of excerpts from sermons in which the ideas of 
“the Rev. this” and “the Rev. that” about fhe Festival were faith- 
fully set down. The fact that he had only just noticed this salutary 
and sensible departure, which took place years ago, prowed, at any 
rate, that he really had forgotten to read the paper. But the joke of it 
‘is. that,‘ normally, this individual is not the least bit interested in 
Shavuoth, and the grievance he suddenly felt about it was not only 
curious and perhaps ridiculous but also suggested the well-known 
mentality which finds atonement for one’s own religious backsliding 
in looking after the religious interests of those who do practise their 
faith. 


Not long after this incident, I encountered another individual. He, 
too, was frightfully disgruntled. His first remark ran somewhat as 
follows: “TI say, 1 wish they would liven up THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
a bit!” “How?” I asked, “what would you suggest?” He paused. 
“Well,” he replied, “they should make it more exciting!” “ You 
mean that it should print reports of new sensational finds in the latest 
murder case, and ‘things like that?” I queried. “No, but it should 
be made more exciting. It is too respectable and dull.” 1 shuddered 
at the various notions of wnrespectability that might have crossed my 
friend's mind. But that was all in the way of suggestion thai could 
be got out of him, and so we parted. Here, then, was a man who 
euts a fairly considerable figure in his Congregation, but who 
apparently turns to the weekly record of Jewish events at a time of 
unparalleled crisis in Jewish affairs not for the purpose of learning how 
his people are faring but with the object of satisfying his love of 
excitement, or of being entertained and amused by a jolly good 
communal row or something of that kind. ‘Well, he should have 
enjoyed an agreeable half-hour im reading the report of the recent 
Federation of Synagogues meeting—though, of course, that report was 
published not in order to tickle the palate of fun-seekers but in the 
ordinary pursuit of a newspaper's duty faithfully te record the news. 


There are variations of this type—those. who refuse to read. the - 


paper at ali because its news of Jewish suffering only ‘saddens and 
harrows them. These individuals seem to have their soul-mates among 


the general public—the “unusually tender gents. who can't bear to 


know what is happening,” and whom the witty cartoonist Low recently 
depicted walking along in a “patent newspaper,” really a paper bag, 
which completely covered their heads. One might ask these ultra- 


sensitive folk—Jew and non-Jew—what advantage they expect to gain 


from cultivating this sort.of voluntary coma, in which they are in the 
world but not of it, and which in any*case ‘may end one day in a 
Shock of painful disillusionment, and how it is reconcilable wih 
a citizen's duties or a regard for one’s fellows. But it is hard to 
argue with what is at best mere irresponsibility and at worst sheer 
blind and callous selfishness. 


- But on my list is another group of the hypersensitive : those who 
fiercely and instantaneously react against the smallest breath of 


ve busied themselves overmuch. 


furmne and foam if their speech is not reported at what they consider 
fair tength, tet alone if, chas vesholem, it is omitted altogether. Behold 
here the ultra-vain man by whom the Community js largely ruled. 


Some are afflicted with a morbid passion for supposing that a 


particular criticism is ‘intended fer themselves. An innocent and 
conscientious journalist—there are such—once confided to me that 
articles he had written in the discharge of his professional duties had 
cost him several friendships, though these friends had not been in the 
writer's mind when he wrote. Usually, resentment, if it does not run 
to a threat of a libel action, takes the form of a peremptory expulsion 
of the newspaper itself-—a sort of “don’t you dare enter this flat 
again!” Thus the man with a grievance can throw out his chest and 
exclaim: “ That paper! I never read it!” The odd thing is that his 
knowledge of its contents continues to be highly comprehensive and 
detailed. I wonder how that can be? Can it be explained by the fact 
that he does read it after all—in the public library, without buying it? 


This rebellion against criticism, however, is exceedingly curious in 
a Community which seems to harbour more censorious critics than 
any other in this land. But, apparently, to criticise others is one thing; 
to be criticised yourself is another, and not for a moment to be 
tolerated, In fairness, one ought to add that there dre others who do 
adopt a more indulgent attitude. They belong to that section of Jews 
which is badly smitten with an inferiority complex, and which takes 


the line that anything Jewish—whether a school, or a paper, or what - 


not—must be second or third rate. Their attitude can be summed up 
m the words, “ Nebbish, it can't help itt. H is only a poor little 
Jewish school, very nice, but not like the Goyisher ones.” Frankly, I 
coniess that this type imcenses me more than any of the. others. 
Compare it with the self-conscious aggressiveness of other peoples. 
Heaven forbid, of course, that Jews should imitate those examples. 
Resort to the opposite extreme, however, of inane and habitual self- 
deprecation is not less to be condemned. But then, as my predecessor 
in this column was ‘wont to say, some Jews are always going to 
extremes! 


I cannot resist the temptation, in this conmection, of recording just 


one example of this tendency. I will give it exactly as it reached me: - 


A certain highly Orthedox Jewish body resolved one day that it must 
lay its views on a certaim question before a certain Cabimet ‘Minister. 
That the views of the representative Jewish organisation had already 
been conveyed to the same quarter did not matter. It had its own 
special ideas on the matter at issue and was <ictermined to be heard. 
The deputation was duly received, late one-afternoon. Its spokesman 
proceeded to read the opinions of the @eputation, and lo! they were 
written in Hebrew. The idea, it seems, was that as the subject was, 


im these good people's eyes, a sacred one, it tould only be dsscussed 


by them in the sacred tongue. ‘Happily, there was someone im the 
Department who: had studied Hebrew, and his services were .acoord- 
ingly requisitioned as interpreter, thoagh he was sot a little baffled by 
the express speed at which the document was read. The reader rattled 
on, until suddenly there was a stoppage on the line. The members of 
the deputation laid their heads together and whispered. Then they 
proceeded ‘Yo say Mincha. The Minister, though a dittle taken aback. 


. was a gentkeman, and so he rose while the prayers procceded. When 


they were concluded, the spokesman finished the remainder of the 
document and presented # to the Mmuster, whereupon the deputahen 
left—with a parting greeting in English, much, I am told, to the

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less of a challenge? Was it really necessary to go to the extreme of 
addressing the Minister in a language he did not understand?

Egyptian Student’s Praise 


ACADEMIC SUCCESSES 


A non-Jewish Egyptian student, who attended Jews’ College lectures 
to assist him in taking his B.A. degree, was full of praise for all the 
College had done for him. This was mentioned at a meeting of the 
Council of Jews’ College on Monday at Woburn House, when a letter 
of thanks was read from the student. The Rev Ephraim Levine 


presided. 

The Council approved the recommendation of the Edueation Com- 
mittee that scholarships and bursaries be awarded to a number of students 
during the six months ending December 31, 1939, amounting in the case 
of the scholarships to £387 10s. and the bursaries to £127 10s. : 

Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches reported on the results of University of 
London and Jews’ College examinations as follows: 

University of London: Ph.D. degree: the Rev, I. H. Levine and Mr. |. 
Rapoport; B.A. Honours: Messrs. A. Berman and S. Marcovitch (first class), 
S. Kurenitz (second class), I. Anis and E. Nemeth (third class); Intermediate 
Arts: Messrs. S. Gold, I. Jakobovits, A. Rubin, and S. Woolf. 

In regard to the examination for the Jews’ College Minister's Certificate, 
he reported that students now took this examination in parts. The following 
took the completion of the examination and passed: Messrs. S. Clayman, 
A. Carlebach, and J. Weinberg. Mr. A. Melinek took the whole examina- 
tion (not in parts) and passed, and Messrs. I. Cohen and S. Hooker sat 
for the first part of the examination and passed. _ 

The following letter was read from Mr. I. Anis, the non-Jewish Egyptian 
student referred to above: 

Having heard of my suecess in B.A. Honours in Hebrew and Aramaic, including 
Syriac, the course for which I had tuition at your College during the las: two 
academic years, I feel 1 must write to you expressing my gratitude to a!! the 
Council of the College who were good enough to have me admitted in spite 
of my being a non-Jew. I particularly feel indebted to all the staff of the College 
with whom I havé worked and who have always shown profound interest in 
my studies and given me great help, especially Dr. Epstein, who made this very 
difficult course easier for me by his encouraging words and his leading know- 
ledge of the subject at a time when all my friends and acquaintances outside 
the College thought it almost impossible for me to get through such an 
examination. 

When I go to my country, the time I spent at your College will always be 
a source of pleasure for me to remember, and I shall never forget the late 
Dr. Biichler, who as Principal and as a great scholar had my great admiration. 
This first experience will, I am sure, make my Government realise that your 
College is not only for ministerial careers as they thought at. first, but also 
a place of academic work in Semitic languages, and I hope the time will come 
when they will regularly send Egyptian students to work under the supervision 
of your learned tutors. 

The Council agreed to refund the examination fees of those students 
who were successful in the Intermediate Arts and the B.A. Honours 
examination.

He was a Governor of the Montreal General 
Hospital, a member of the Managing Com- 
mittee of the Victorian Order of Nurses, 
and one of those instrumental in having 2s 
the law of the Province of Quebec altered aint 
so as to secure equal rights in the, schools * 
for Jewish children.” He is survived by his pe rer aa 
wife (née Adeline Stern) whom he married in 1925 after the death 
of his first wife, and by one son, Charles Adolphe Goldstein. 

The Gazette, of Montreal, said editorially: ‘“* Not only to the 
Jewish people but likewise to Montreal’s entire population, the death 
of Maxwell Goldstein, K.C., will be a severe loss. Because of his 
high character, sympathetic nature and record of accomplishments

mind, he was looked up to and highly esteemed by all men of this 
city, where he spent his adult career.”

District where he was a popular member of the Committee, and a District 
Auditor. He leaves a widow and three children. 

The funeral was at the Witton.Cemetery on Friday, and was attended by 
many Friendly Society and Foresters’ representatives. The service was 
conducted by the Revs. W. Lewi, R. Rabbinowitz, and A. Klein. The. 
burial concluded with a ceremonial which must be unique in the gnnals 
of Birmingham Jewry.

MR. ARTHUR LOEWENSTEIN (Antwerp)

Born in Vienna in 1890, he was a pupil of Gustav 
Mahler, whose secretary he became, and held posts as conductor of the 
Volksoper in Vienna, Germany, Czecho-Slovakia, and Holland, where he 
was decorated by the Government.

MR. JACOB ZANDBANK (Palestine) 
Cultural Worker 


The death occurred recently in Tel-Aviv of Mr. Jacob Zandbank, 
Director of the Central Cultural Commission of the General Jewish Labour 
Federation in Palestine, at the age of forty-three. Born in Piskrorovizia, 
in Galicia, Zandbank came of a distinguished family, and, afte: a tradi- 
tional Jewish education, he went to Germany, where he was a teacher 
and librarian. He was a member of the German Hapoel Hatzair and 
Hechalutz leadership until he went to Palestirice in 1926, when he 
immediately engaged in cultural and educational work. Some years ago 
he was appointed head of the Cultural Commission of the Histadruth, 
which conducts cultural activity in the Keren Hayesod labour settlements, 
and on the day before he died he completed the editing of a collection of 
writings in memory of Gustav Landauer. 


MR. SIMON JACKSON (Newcastle-on-Tyne)

The passing of Simon Jackson has deprived Newcastle Jewry. and the 
Old Hebrew Congregation in particular, of one of its most prominent 
members.

| MRS. SIDNEY WOOLF 

A correspondent writes: 

Mrs. Sidney Woolf, who passed away recently at the age of eighty-eight, 
was born in Amsterdam and was the youngest daughter of N. J. de Jongh, 
who brought his family to England when Mrs. Woolf was eleven years old. 
Her maternal grandfather, whose name was Van Cocverden, was a prominent 
citizen of Groningen and Consul for France. 

Marie de Jongh married, at the age of seventeen, Albert Goldstiicker, of 
Breslau, who founded a flourishing business in London but who died five 
years later. In 1875, Mrs. Goldstiicker married Sidney Woolf, the risin 
and ular young barrister, who eventually became a Queen's Counsel. 
His Priltiant career was cut short at the early age of forty-seven, and his 
widow was left with nine children to bring up. 

Of her sons, four were on active service in the War, and Cecil, who 
served in the 20th Hussars, lost his life in circumstances of great gallantry 
at Bourlon Wood. He was a Fellow of Trinity College, Cambridge, and 
was about to read for the Bar when war broke out. In spite of her age, 
Mrs. Sidney Woolf always retained the spirit of youth. Her keen sense 
of humour and intense interest in life endeared her to a large circle of 
friends. She w= always keenly interested in Jewish matters, and con- 
tributed not only materially but by sympathy and personal contact to the 
assistance of the refugees.

The death is announced of Mr. Jacos Jarner, at the age of fifty. The 
deceased, who was head of the Jerusalem bank bearing his name, was a 
prominent Berlin banker who went to Palestine in 1935. He died at sea 
on his way to France.

Religious Services For Refugees 
A THREAT TO ORTHODOXY? 
Consideration of Scheme Postponed For Six Months 


The refusal of the Council of the United Synagogue to approve at 
its meeting at Woburn House on Monday night certain proposals 
under the heading of “ Temporary Religious Provision for German- 
speaking Members of our Faith,” culminated in the announcement by 
Sir Robert Waley Cohen, K.B.E., of his and the other Hon. Officers 
resignation. The proposals were submitted in the report of the 
Executive Committee, and a hotly contested debate on them lasted 
three hours. 

In outlining the essential features of the scheme, Sir Robert said the first 
point was to recognise that there was a large body of refugee coreligionists 
who asked them: to use their Synagogues to provide the opportunity of 
religious worship in a form which, whilst adhering to the age-long traditions 
of their own services, should embody a sermon in the refugees’ language 
delivered by men the refugees respected as religious guides and leaders. 
To this request they proposed that the United Synagogue should offer a 
warm assent. They had at first proposed that only one such weekly service 


should be organised and that it should be in Hampstead, but it seemed 


clear that refugees were more widely spread than was at first supposed, and 
accordingly it was suggested that these services should be organised in 


_several of the Synagogues. 


The second point was that these services should be on Friday evening, 
as it had long been the German custom to make Friday evening’s the 
principal service. That facilitated their task because their own Friday 
evening services were almost unattended in many of their Synagogues. 

The third point was that there should be a spiritual leader who held 
the ‘refugees’ respect and exercised a strong religious influence, and who 
would be specially charged with the task of re-estabfishing the religious 
life of these unhappy people and of gradually opening to them the paths 
by which they would be gradually enabled to feel that in joining the 
Synagogues they would, when they had learnt the language, be able to give 
satisfaction to their own inmost religious needs. For this task the name cf 
Dr. Nussbaum had béen suggested. They proposed that the Council should 
set up a Committee to take charge of the working of this. scheme, and it 
was suggested that this Committee should consider whether in fact Dr. 
Nussbaum should be asked to undertake the work or whether there was 
anybody better fitted for the post. The scheme was a temporary. one. It 


‘contemplated that those special services should be carried on only for one 


year and that the whole effort of everyone should. be deyoted to using it as 
a real bridge to bring these men and women into membership of the 
Synagogue at the end of that time. It was therefore proposed that members 
of the scheme become “assessed” members of the United Synagogue, 
and that as soon as possible they should be associated with a Synagogue 
in the district in which they lived and brought into contact with the 
Minister of the Synagogue with a view to their taking up active membership 
of the Synagogue at the end of the year. 


Success of Services Already Held 


Sir Robert spoke of the reports he had had of the success of the services 
at Hampstead. He did not suggest that every detail of the scheme as set 


before them must necessarily be adhered to in its working out, but he did > 


ask that they should accept the principle of that beneficent scheme. 

There was one other matter, went on Sir Robert, which he felt it was 
only frank to tell them before that motion was adopted. The Hon. Officers 
and the Chief Rabbi had devoted a very large amount of time to studying 
that problem and arriving at their conclusion as to its solution. They had 
been elected by the Council as the executive leaders of the United Syna- 
gogue for the time being and it was quite clear that if, in a serious matter 
of that kind, the Council was not prepared to accept their advice, it would 
not be right for them to continue to accept that responsibility. If, by 
rejecting that far-reaching, and carefully considered recommendation thev 
showed they had lost their confidence, he said for himself and on behalf 
of the other Hon. Officers they would bow to their decision and could not 
continue in office. 

He commended to the Council, with all the force he could command 
the recommendation: 


That the Council approve the proposals contained in the report for the 


rovision of temporary religious facilities for German-speaking Jews and Jewesses. - 


or a period of one year, to the intent that all possible efforts be made during 
that period to encourage the taking up of regular membership of the Synagogues ; 
and that a Special Commitiee of eight be appointed accordingly, with instructions 
ho o-0rt a representative of each Synagogue at which special services are 

Mr. Isaac Landau said it was with considerable regret that he asked the 
Council to reject the whole of the report. Pointing out that the report 
submitted to them was not actually that which was presented to the 
Executive Commitiee at its meeting, he said that the main proposal had 
been that Hampstead alone should be the Synagogue for the special services. 
He ventured to suggest that the proposal as now adumbrated had a direct 
tendency to introduce Reform into the United Synagogue. Their

United Synagogue, and it was no exaggeration to say that it was they and 


their children who were the backbone of the United Synagogue. They

The large proportion of the German Jews who 
attended Synagogue at all had been in the habit of attending Friday night

» than satisfied, that, unless they were to accept aposition in which the — 


vast majority of German Jews living in London were completely neglected 
from the spiritual point of view, it was essential to provide them with 
a service with their own familiar tunes and atmosphere, and with a spiritual 
leader who would by his kindly guidance gradually acclimatise them to 
the religious conditions existing in the London Community and lead them 
gradually to attend their more regular services. 

Mr. Samuel drew particular attention to an extract from the statement 
that had been issued by the Chief Rabbi on the question: _ 

I unhesitatingly state that not only are these services permissible but thar | 
can conceive of few undertakings more urgent, wise, and beneficent than this 
which Hon. Officers, at my earnest request, are placing 

for e Council. 
pe There was no new ideology whatsoever about the proposals, Mr. Samuel 
observed. 

Mr. Augustus Kahn, speaking as one who had been a member of the 
German-Jewish Aid Committee for the last six years, said he was con- 
vinced that the efficient carrying out of a generous scheme of spiritual! aid 
to their German-Jewish brethren would be of the utmost benefit to them 
and to the Jewish Community, because they could not divest the credit - 
of their Community from the well-being of the refugees. ie 

Mr. Aaron Wright said they desired to give the refugees spiritual comfort 
and spiritual strength—but they did not desire to strengthen the refugees’ 
faith and undermine their own. The overwhelming proportion of the 
German Jews were attached, if attached at all, to Reform Congregations, 
and a large number of them were strongly assimiliationist in their outlook. 
But if coming to this country to-day they came to them for spiritual 
sustenance, they must be ready to give it to them. The only and obvious 
way would be for them to join Synagogues in the locatity in which they 
lived with whose religious views they happened to be in sympathy. It was 
desired to have a service at a fixed hour, which from some points of view 
was desirable. If those services were legal for them they were also legal 
for German Jews. But if they were illegal for them they were also 
illegal for German Jews. There could not possibly be two standards of 
Orthodoxy in the United Synagogue. Why segregate German Jews> 


Resignation “ Contrary to. Best Interests ” 


Mr. J. Mendelowitch said the action of Sir Robert and his colleagues in 
threatening to resign was one which must be regarded as contrary to the 
best interests of the United Synagogue. He referred to a report of a speech 
by Mr. Neville J. Laski in Tae JewtsH CHRONICLE at the annual gener4! 
meeting of. the St. John’s Wood Synagogue, in which he said that he was 
going to write to the Chief Rabbi and Sir Robert Waley Cohen urging the 
discontinuation of the special services for German refugees. 

Sir Robert intervened to point out that Mr. Laski had not done so. 

Mr. Harry Samuels said he had a message from Mr. Laski to say that he 
had made that statemen® in his personal capacity and not as President of 
the Board of Deputies. 

The Hon. Ewen E. S. Montagu, K.C., Treasurer, said that it had been 
Said again and again by speakers against the motion that the services were 


_ there for the German Jews every Sabbath or Friday night. Why, he asked, 


did they not come? There were 15,000 or more of their German and othe? 


foreign coreligionists in. London to-day, and: people talked with pride 


that 200 people attended this or that Synagogue on some occasions. What 
was happening to the rest of those 15,000? Those were the people to 
whom he wished to try to persuade the United Synagogue to bring the 
message of Judaism again, and that was the reason for the proposals. 

“Mr. Harry Samuels said that Orthodox Jews in Germany, if. they wanted 
to attend Synagogue on Friday night, attended at the same time as 
Orthodox Jews in this country. He hoped that this particular plan would 
be rejected and that the Executive would see fit to come together with those 
who had opposed the plan and see if any better plan could be put forward. 

Mr. B. Raperport moved an amendment to postpone consideration of 
the plan for six months. 

Sir Robert Waley Cohen said that he and the Hon. Officers regarded this 
amendment as a direct negative. It was a vital issue. Would they: or 
would they not give spiritual succour to those people who had asked for 
jt and in the form in which they had asked for it? The Hon. Officers and 
he felt that to refuse such a request was to exhibit the Council in an entirely 
new light, and he would feel quite unable and incompetent to serve the 
Council that held such a view. Provided, however, that they could carry 
on the services as they were at present and provided they could allow tho e 
people a spiritual leader, who was vital in order to organise them and bring 
them into contact with the spiritual work that was being. done, he would 
be quite ready to see this scheme postponed for six months. He was sure 
the Hon. Officers would, too. Sir Robert made it clear that they did not 
regard it as vital that Dr. Nussbaum should be appainted, if a Commitice 
on examining the matter found another man who would do it better. 

Many dissentient voices greeted Sir Robert’s insistence on the appoint- 
ment of a Minister. : 

Mr. Lionel Cohen “Stressed the fact that the United Synagogue was built 
on one structure—traditional Orthodox Judaism—and on that structure 
they stood or fell. It was not a problem at all. It had been made one. 
An appeal had been made to postpone the matter for six months. He 
asked whether it was so urgent that they should rush it through. 

Alderman S. Bolsom seconded the amendment. - 

Mr. Maurice Hyanis, one of the chief leaders of the o ition to the 
scheme, asked whether it was clear that the amendment did not authorise 
the Executive to take steps to appoint a Minister. 

Sir Robert said that was quite clear. | 


Mr. Raperport read omt his amendment, showing that it contained no 
proviso whatsoever. 


Amendment Carried: Officers Resign 


When put to the meeting, the amendment was carried by a large majority. 

Sir Robert Walecy Cohen thereupon announced that the Hon. Officers 
would resign and that an early meeting would be held to-give the Council 
am Opportunity of electing new Officers. In the meantime, the Hon. Officers 
would carry on the work. | : 3 

Owing to the lateness. of the hour, the majority of the members of the 
Council left before the other matters on the agenda were dealt with. 

A recommendation by the Executive Committee was agreed to that 
Rabbi Dr. I. Grunfeld be appointed as a whole-time Dayan, with salary at 
the rate of £450 per annum, rising to a maximum of £600: that an additiona! 
grant of £50 per annum, non-pensionable, be made to him out of the

PROTEST ON PALESTINE QUOTA 
CANCELLATION 


Another Plea For Defence Speakers 
ADMINISTRATION OF REFUGEE BODIES 


New Appeal For Funds to te Made 


A largely attended meeting of the Board of Deputies—the last. 


before the vacation—was held on Sunday afternoon at Woburn House. 
over which the President, Mr. Nevitte J. Lass. K.C. (‘Spanish and 
Portuguese), presided. 

Under the item on the agenda “ Questions to Officers and Chairmen 
of Committees ”—a new procedure in connection with Standing 
By-Law 8, which had been agreed to at the last meeting—-Mr. M. 
GorDon Liverman, J.P. (Dublin United), read a question put to him 
by a Deputy, whether, in view-of certain rumours being put about, it 
was a fact that any officer or member either of the Defence Committee 
or London Area Council received any remuneration for his services. 

The answer is in the negative.” :eplied Mr. Liverman, who added. 
however, that when it was decided to launch a big campaign, acting 
on the instructions of the special Finance Committee, he approached 
Mr. Horowitz for the assistance of his office and for his personal 
assistance in fund-raising. Mr. Horowitz and his staff had had some 
considerable and valuable experience in this type of work, and they 
undertook the maintenance of the necessary machinery of their appeal. 
A payment was made to his office for such service. and it was an 
arrangement which operated considerably to the advantage of the 
Board. These arrangements had received the unanimous approval of 
the special Finance Committee. 

The report of the Palestine Committee was moved by the Chairman. 


Dr. ISRAEL FELDMAN (Great). It was given precedence over the report - 
of the Law and Parliamentary Committee (which is usually taken first)” 


in view of the gravity of the announcement by the Colonial Secretary 
(Mr. Malcolm MacDonald) that no immigration quota would be issued 
‘for the next quota period of six months. 

Voicing the sentiments of a united Board on this question, Dr. 
Feldman spoke of the impossibility of the position in which the Jewish 
people were being placed by ‘this policy of the Government vis-a-vis 
Palestine, and said that the announcement regarding the schedule was 
not to be looked upon as a single incident—it was unfortunately the 
logical outcome of a series of incidents which reflected a standpoint 
regarding Palestine against which they must persist in protesting. 

Dr. Feldman recalled that the Board had been persistent in announc- 
meg its determination to uphold the position that for them the Mandate 
still existed and that until such time as it was altered by the only 
constituted authority that could alter it—the League of Nations—they 
were entitled to ask the Mandatory Power to carry out the terms of 
that Mandate. They would like to remind the Mandatory Power again 
that this problem was not a simple direct problem based on the narrow 
relationship between Palestine and the Mandatory Power. Jews in 
all parts of the world looked to Palestine as their own homeland to 
which they were entitled to return and re-enter as of right, the economic 


capacity of the country being the sole criterion of -their eligibility at 


any specified period to enter, and they would persist in asserting their 
right—and privilege and duty—to maintain their contact with, and 
their interest in, the development of the National Home and Ait that 
it meant to the future of world Jewry. 


Palestine’s Peace 


The White Paper had not brought peace to Palestine, and they did 
not feel that this latest step taken by the Government would add to 
the prospects of bringing peace any nearer. 

Referring to the coming meeting in Geneva of the Council of the 
Jewish Agency, he expressed the hope that the British delegation 
might be given some help from the Mandatory Power so that they 
might co-operate with their fellow-Jews in Geneva in finding a formula 
which would be acceptable to them and to His Majesty's Government. 
They looked to such a lead; they expected it. It was in that hope that 
3 delegates whom they would appoint that afternoon would go to 

eneva. 

.The PRESIDENT said that their unanimous acceptance of Dr. Feld- 
man’s dignified statement would be the most dignified and resolute 
method of approaching that problem. 

The Board adopted this course and agreed that a copy of the state- 
ment should be forwarded to the Colonial Office. 

The report of the Palestine Committee, which was adopted, stated 
that the Board had been informed by the Executive of the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine that the sixth ordinary meeting of the Council 
would be held at Geneva on August 30 and 31 next. In accordance 
with precedent, the Board had been requested to elect seven non- 
Zionist representatives and twenty-one deputy-representatives of the 
Anglo-Jewish Community on the Council, and the Committee accord- 
ingly recommended that the following be appointed: | 

Representatives (seven): Mr. A. S. Diamond, Dr. Israel Feldman, Mr. Barnett 
Janner, Mr. Neville J. Laski, K.C., Lord Melchett, the Marchioness of Reading, 
and Dr. Maurice Sorsby. Deputy Representatives (twenty-one): Messrs. A. 
Bornstein, Gabriel Cohen, Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches, Messrs. M. H. Davis, 
P. D. J. Druiff, L. Eisen, A. L. L.- Gildesgame, P. Horowitz, 
Mrs. Barnett Janner, J.P., Alderman A. Kershaw, J.P., Messrs. F. M. Landau, 
A. LeVay-Lawrence, N. Lazarus, Dr. A. Goodman Levy, Messrs. Michael Levy, 
F. Ashe Lincoln, Lazar Margulis, Emanuel Snowman, 6. Teff, and Aaron Wright. 

Mr. A. S. Dtamonp (West London), Chairman of the Law and 
Parliamentary Committee, moved the report of that Committee, which 
was adopted.

Mr. WILLIAM Franket (Artillery Lance) raised the question of proper 
facilities for religious observance and Kasher food for Jewish 
militiamen. 

Mr. Laski said that Dayan Gollop had assured him that if people 
would write to him as Senior Chaplain to the Forces, he would do 
everything he possibly could in the matter. : 


The President addressed the Board on the work of the Jewish 
Defence Committee.

Survey on Defence 


Since the last meeting of the Board, he said, a survey had been made 
through their correspondents and committees of the situation in the 
Provinces. The general conclusion to be drawn was that outside 
London there was, at present at any rate, little cause for undue anxiety 
as long as they maintained constant vigilance. He would like to take 
that opportunity of expressing their appreciation of the manner in 
which this work of vigilance was carried out by their representatives, 
particularly in Lancashire. With the exception of Nottingham afd 
district, where for some reason or other the Fascists had started a 
series Of open-air meetings, which, however, met with unmeasured 
hostility from ‘their audiences, the chief activities of the anti-Semites 
in the Provinces seem to consist in the writing of slogans, not all of 
an anti-Semitic. character, and in the distribution of antt-Semitic 
literature. As regards the latter, the material came from various 
organisations, some of which were linked up with the Nazi propaganda 
agencies. Wherever possible, a counter-distribution of thew material 
was arranged. - In relation to this, it was to be regretted that the appeal 
made last month to the Deputies to assist them in this matter had not 
met with an adequate response. The importance of this side of their 
work could not be over-emphasised. 

In London, the speaking campaign was being carried on actively, but 
it was still not realised what a burden was carried by a small corps of 
speakers, and the persistent lack of response to the continued appeals 
made by the Chairman of the L.A.C. ahd others to help in ths 
matter was most discouraging. No one who was acquainted with 
certain districts in Lordon but must agree that it would be a most 
serious blow to their work if they were compelled through lack of 
speakers to limit the number of their open-air meetings. In fact, so 
far from reducing them they were being continually asked to have 
mectings in other districts where the anti-Semites suddenly decided to 
make themselves vocal. They should be in a position to comply with 
all these requests, but as matters stood at present, it nearly always 
meant withdrawing speakers from some other important spot, and 


unless the Community realised the great importance of this work they 


would continiie to be hampered in its execution, and one coukd only 
emphasise that any such diminution would seriously injure the work 
which they had up to now so successfully carried on. | 

After drawing attention to the publication last month of “ The 
Folly of Anti-Semitism,”- by Mr. Sidney ‘Dark and Mr. Herbert 
Sidebotham, and paying a tribute to the help and co-operation of 
many non-Jews who realised the evil of anti-Semitism, Mr. Laska 
declared that. anti-Semitism was not an underlying factor in this 
country. No one could deny that there had always been-~ certain 
elements to whom the Jew and the foreigner in general were anathema, 
but trae anti-Semitism on any scale in this country was purely and 
solely an artificial growth and it was indeed to be regretted that an 
other impression should be propagated abroad. . 

Mr. Laski concluded by saying that they had done their very best, 
through the Public Relations Department, to assist in putting an end 
to the series of strikes in the East End that had been given such 
unfavourable publicity. 


Refugee Administration 


Mr. Laski also made a statement on the work of the administration 
of Jewish refugee organisations. | 
At the last meeting of the Board (the statement ran) an invitation was extended 
to those who had specific complaints to make concerning the administration of 
r organisations to send to the Board a detailed statement, but very few 
detailed complaints were received. However, the information thus obtained, as 
well as the other particulars which came to the Cormimittee im other ways, were 
submitted to the responsible officers of the refugee ‘organisations, who were 
good enough to meet the Board's Commitice in conference. 

it was realised at the meeting that the anxicty expressed at the Board in regard 
to the administration of the refugee organisations was a feflection of the very 
widespread feeling of the Jewish Community in this country that the Council 
for German Jewry, which had received the support of the Community, had failed 
in certain respects te use that support cfiliciently, and that allegations of 
inefficiency accompanied by discourtesies were creating not only dissatisfaction 
in the Jewish Community but a marked antagonism to the Jewish Community, 

In the frank and full discussion that took place, recognition was expressed of 
the great efforts that had been and were being made by the refugee organisations 
to remedy defects in the administration, which everyone recognised were imevit- 
able, having regard to the overwhelming nature of the emergencies which had 
arisen. Consideration was given to the steps that were being constantly taken to 
remedy these defects, and @ was felt thet the grent work which had Lens done 
and the progressive removal of the defects should be made Known to Jewish 
Communities throughout the country, with a view to restoring the confidence 
which is necessary if the Community is to continue to render all the help they 
can to the refugees. 

Your Committee, in agreement with the heads of the refugee organisations, 
realise that much can still be done to achieve the ideal of smooth and effective 
administration, but appreciates that the effort which is being made t repair 


deficiencies is progressively successful and is likely rapidly to attain the desired 
oal 


goal. 

” The Committee, therefore, desire now to urge the Community, whilst main-— 

taining its keen interest in the work of the refugee —- to continue to 


ive its utmost support to the Council for German Jewry and to the German 
owrish Aid Committee, and to all the other bodies working im co-operation with 
them 


The President also referred to a document he had received on the 
previous day issued by “The Veritas Committee.” [Most of the 
Deputies also received a copy of this strongly-worded document. It is 
issued over the name of Mr. W. Summerfield, and it refers to the need 
for “absolutely plain speaking,” especially with reference to refugee 
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and defence matters. “Gross maladministration” of Jewish refugee 
work, the receipt by various persons of hitherto undisclosed substantial 
“ honoraria ” from the Defence Committee, and the incompleteness and 
inaccuracy of the report for 1938 (including the accounts) published 
by the Council for German Jewry are among the acts alleged in the 
memorandum.] 

The language used in that document, said Mr. Laski, was almost 

grotesque in its malevolence and exaggeration. Whatever incom- 
petence there had been, the people whom the writer attacked were not 
deserving of the suggestion that they had been guilty of misconduct 
and that they had published false statements. Two of the most 
distinguished civil servants of the Community would certainly not be 
party to a report and accounts which were incomplete and misleading. 
It was grossly reprehensible that a document of this kind should see the 
light of day, and its circulation was a great disservice to the Jewish 
Community. (Applause.) Mr. Laski said that the Board was not an 
inquisitorial tribunal and it had no jurisdiction to interfere with the 
Council for German Jewry or any other body dealing with refugees, 
except with their co-operation. 
' Mr. Cyr M. Picciotto, K.C. (Spanish and Portuguese), said he 
would not be loyal to those with whom he worked if he did not make it 
quite plain that, however much he might dissociate himself from the 
method in which the document had been drawn up, he could not 
altogether deny that those of them who took this subject up owed 
something to Mr. Summerfield for his burning enthusiasm. They had 
achieved this: that they had made those responsible for the work of 
those organisations vividly conscious of the fact that the Community 
had got a very vigilant eye upon their administration and was deeply 
concerned to see that that administration was effective. He entirely 
shared the President's view that they did not regard their functions as 
at an end merely because they had produced an agreed communiqué. 
That Committee, declared Mr. Picciotto, was emphatically in being. 
He did not believe their work was done, and it might from time to 
time be necessary for them to come together again, and, when they 
had to do so, he could assure members that they would consider matters 
as carefully as they had done in the past. 


Mr. Perizweig’s Appeal 


The Rev. M. L. Pertzweic (North-Western Reform), speaking as 
a member of the Council for German Jewry, made a strong appeal 
for revision of policy on this matter. They had, he said, no precedent 
for the problem with which they were dealing to-day, and he thought 
that the difficulty of the task had been underrated. He wanted to say 
quite frankly that the Community ought to know that the problem 
which confronted the Council for German Jewry was back-breaking 
and that the deficit which had been accumulating would, when it was 
made known, stagger the Community, to whom they would have to 


come again with a new appeal, if the problem was to be dealt with in: 


an adequate manner. He appealed to the Board not. to create an 
atmosphere and conduct a campaign which would make it difficult to 
engage the sympathies of the Community and to secure the large sums 
of money that were necessary, What this particular communal 
activity, which had, after all, resulted in the saving of thousands of 
lives and making possible the rehabilitation of thousands of individuals, 
required was constructive help and not a kind of constant vigilance, 
and the best way to give constructive help would be to establish local 
branches of the German Jewish Aid Committee and to take on them- 
selves eons of the work which they accused others of not doing well 
enough. | 

Mr. M. Gorpon LIVERMAN, who was a member of the Committee 
appointed, said he was completely satisfied that both Mr. Otto Schiff 
and Lord Reading were fully conscious of the earnestness and serious- 
ness of the complaints. They were just as distressed about those 
complaints as any member of the Community, and gave them the 
fullest explanations and, what was much more important, assurances 
that nothing would be left undone as far as was humanly possible to 
elifhinate the causes of grievances such as those of discourtesy and loss 


of files. | 
“No Fencing ” | 


There had been no fencing, Mr. Liverman assured the Board. The 
matter was put with the utmost frankness to those gentlemen who came 
to see them. He thought"the evidence that had been given justified 
the formation of the Committee. That having been done, they 
should not damage the cause by pursuing anything in the nature 
of a campaign or maintaining the Committee in any state of activity. 
He echoed Mr. Perizweig’s appeal not to put difficulties in the way of a 
new approach to the Community. 

Dr, Samuet Daicues (Leeds, Beth Hamedrash) said he 
regarded the Committee of Inquiry as unnecessary, and the agitation 
which had brought it about as mischievous. Referring to the 


document already quoted, he described it as most reprehensible, and | 


he suggested to the President that he should ask the writer to

THE REFUGEES 
Government’s Change of Policy 
PROMISE OF LIMITED FINANCIAL AID 


Mr. ARTHUR GREENWOOD (Lab., Wakefield) asked the Prime Minister 
whether his attention had been drawn to the fact that the increasing 
burden of the cost of the maintenance of refugees in the various 
countries of refuge made it extremely difficult for the voluntary 
organisations in these countries to find the sums required for emigra- 
tion Overseas; and whether in view of this situation, His Majesty's 
Government were prepared to reconsider the recommendation of the 
Evian meeting that.the Governments of the countries of refuge and 
settlement should not assume any obligations for the financing of 
involuntary, emigration. 

Mr. NEVILLE CHAMBERLAIN: Yes, Sir. His ‘Majesty's Government 
in the United Kingdom have given very careful consideration to the 
serious situation which has come about in connection with the cost 
of the maintenance and emigration of refugees. It is clearly necessary 
that large sums should be raised for the emigration of refugees, but 
m existing circumstances it is impossible for the private organisations 
to find these sums in the measure requisite for a satisfactory solution 
of the problem. His Majesty's Government in the United Kingdom, 
have, therefore, reached the conclusion that, unless the work of the 
Committee is to be seriously obstructed and the countries of refuge 
are to be left with large numbers of refugees who cannot be absorbed, 
it will be necessary to depart from the principle agreed unanimously 
at Evian, that no participating Government would give direct financial 
assistance to refugees. 

His Majesty's Government are, for their part, examining the manner 
and extent to which private subscription to an individual fund to assist 
in defraying the expenses of overseas emigration of refugees might be 
encouraged by Government participation, possibly on a basis propor- 
tionate to the amount of private subscription. The United Kingdom 
representative on the Intergovernmental Committee will invite his 
colleagues to lay these considerations before their Governments and 
to communicate their views to him without delay. If other Govern- 
ments are prepared to agree to this change of principle, and to.co- 


Qperate in such participation, His Majesty's Government in the United 


Kingdom will take the initiative in proposing a scheme for the purpose.

CAPTAIN RAMSAY WITHDRAWS FREAK MOTION 


A Slight Case of Misrepresentation 
(By our Lobby Correspondent} 


CAPTAIN Maute Ramsay, the anti-Semitic Conservative M.P. for 
Peebles, who gave notice of a motion in the House of Commons a 
fortnight ago denouncing the alleged silence of the British Press 
regarding the sentence in Paris of a drug-smuggler calling himself 
“ Rabbi” Isaac Leiter, has now withdrawn his motion from the order 
paper. 

In the issue of THe JewisH Curonicie published after the motion 
was tabled, it was pointed out that the accused was only self-styled a 
Rabbi, and that the case had been reported in the. Daicy TELEGRAPH 
AND MorNiING Post and in other British newspapers. 

About a week after putting down his motion, Captain Ramsay 
apparently had certain qualms of conscience, and he altered his phrase, 
“was not reported in any of our national newspapers,” to read, 
“ secured only slight notice in a very few of our national newspapers.” 
And on: Friday last, M.P.s found on receiving their Parliamentary 
Papers that the notice of motion had disappeared altogether. 

Captain Ramsay's third thoughts seem to be best; for a little research 
work reveals that the arrest of the “ Rabbi’ was mentioned in the 
following newspapers: .THE Times, News CHronicite, Man, 
Heracp, Express, Yorksuire Post, and Scorsman, all 
of July 25, 1938; and the EVENING STANDARD of August 5, which gave 
revelations of police activities in connection with dope-traffickers. 
Again, on June 20 of this year the case was reported in the EVENING 
STANDARD, and on June 21 in the Dairy TeLtecrapu, Dai_y Man, 
BIRMINGHAM Post, and SCOTSMAN. 

So much for Captain Ramsay's standards of accuracy and 
responsibility.

Mr. St. John Philby and Hitler 
AGREEMENT WITH MOSLEY’S FOREIGN POLICY 


[From our Special Correspondent\ 


“Mr. Philby? 1 believe he’s almost a Fascist.” That was the first 
comment about Mr. H. St. John Philby that I heard in Folkestone. 
It was made by the manager of a bookshop near the Central Station. 
I heard it again twice within half an hour. It is now my own 
impression. 

Mr. Philby is one of three candidates fighting in the Hythe (Kent) 
by-election, to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Sir Philip 
Sassoon. He is the nominee of the British People’s Party. The other 
two candidates are National Conservative and Liberal. 

In an analysis of the People’s Party, published in these columns on 
June 30, I suggested that it was .a pro-Nazi body which had got a 
number of Fascists and anti-Semites interested in it. I pointed out, 
for instance, that the Hon. Secretary of the Party, Mr. John Beckett, 
was an ex-member of the B.U.F.. who has nowhere yet publicly 
forsworn his former outspoken anti-Jewish beliefs. 

Mr. Beckett is acting as agent in the by-election. As such, he is 
responsible for the publication of a leaflet headed “Alien Money- 
Power in Great Britain.” It consists of a description, taken from the 
Stock Exchange Year Book, of the employers of Mr. R. Brabner, the 
Conservative candidate. They are Messrs. Singer and Friedlander, 
merchant bankers. “It is significant,” reads the leaflet, “that the 
Hythe Conservative Association have made no attempt to explain 
why they have adopted a young man with no apparent interest in the 
welfare of the British people.” At the foot is the slogan: “ Vote for 
Philby, the English candidate.” 3 

Why Mr. Brabner should be regarded as “ with no apparent interest 
in the welfare of the British people,” and not as an “English candidate,” 
because he is employed by Messrs. Singer and Friedlander, is not clear 
to me. But I have no doubt that any Fascist, whether resident in 
England or Germany, would wholeheartedly support the implications 
of this leaflet. : 


Fascist Supporters 


Spéakers supporting Mr. Philby’s campaign include Lady Pearson, 
who was, and still may be, prospective B.U.F. candidate for Canter- 
bury, and- Captain. Vincent Collier, a former member of the B.U.F. 
Two others of interest are Admiral Sir Barry Domvile and Lady 
Domvile. Sir Barry is the Chairman of the notorious pro-Nazi 
organisation, The Link. : 

What is Mr. Philby’s policy? It may be summed up in the following 
slogan that he uses: “ Vote for Brabner and die for Danzig. Vote 
for Philby and live for England.” It is dressed up as a policy of 
“ Britain First,” or, as Mr. Beckett puts it, “ Britons fight for Britain 
only.” The last time I heard that cry was on Sunday night at. Mosley’s 
Fascist rally at Earl's Court. 

If it were not for the fact that the British People’s Party has not 
declared itself to be anti-Jewish (and I have yet to be convinced, 
despite Lord Tavistock’s recent assurance to this paper, that Jews will 
find a friendly atmosphere among such ardent pro-Nazis), I would find 
little to choose between its Policy and that of the B.U.F. Indeed, one 
person said that he was voting for Philby because there was no Fascist 
candidate. 

At a meeting at the Folkestone Town Hall that I attended on 
Tuesday night, four: speakers--Lady Domvile, who presided, and 
Messrs. Ben Greene, the Treasurer of the Party, Philby, and Beckett— 
all made urgent pleas for friendship with Hitler. They denied that 
Hitler was aggressive, and Mr. Philby said: “ Hitler has never at any 
time challenged the integrity of the British Empire, or threatened the 
vital interests of our country.” No mention was made of the activities 
of Nazi spies or the anti-British campaign in the German Press. In 
agreement with Mosley, he advocated the return of the mandated 


- territories to Nazi Germany; and in agreement with Goebbels, he

MR. WICKS FLEES “ JEWISH TERROR ” 
Dr. Goebbels’s Star Tarn 


Alarmed at the effect in Germany of Britisn propaganda, and 
particularly of the Stephen King-Hall letters, the Propaganda Ministry 
recently held a meeting to discuss counter-propaganda; and one of 
the decisions taken, so it is reported, was to conduct the counter- 
campaign not through German correspondents but through Englishmen 
and Americans. 


And so Dr. Goebbels has acted—alas, all too precipitately. His 


first “ big gun ™ who was to prove to the English people that the Jews 


are inciting them to war against Germany ts Mr. H. W. Wicks, an 
insurance manager sentenced in 1936 to a year’s imprisonment in 
Wormwood Scrubs for defamatory libel. In a streamer-headed two 
page article in the ANGrirF this week, Mr. Wicks’s “ story ™ is described 
in lurid detail. He is a “ British refugee from Jewish terror,” it says, 
that same terror which is driving England to war! He has come to 
Germany, so he declares, to seek justice and to expose a £50,000,000 
fraud involving “ Jewish members ~ of the British Cabinet. 

Mr. Wicks informed a STar representative that he was to meet Hitler 
and broadcast his case from German wireless stations. He will not 
return to England, which he left with his family three months ago, 
“ until he its vindicated like Dreyfus.” Certain Jewish financial powers 


‘were seeking his life, he said, and ih prison he had been “ tortured.” 


When asked why he had let the ANGrirF publish such a story by him, 
he said: “I heard definitely five days ago that our Parliamentary 
system to redress wrongs had broken down.” To a Dairy Express 
representative, he said he had previously not been anti-Jewish. He first 
realised that the Jews were behind his persecution, he declared, when 
he met in prison a man serving a sentence in cdnnection with .anti- 
Jewish agitation, who explained to him how powerful the Jews were. 
(Nevertheless, after Wicks left Wormwood Scrubs, he wrote a book 
about his experiences, in which he praised the Jews and condemned 
Fascism.) 

Mr. Wicks’s fantastic meanderings are, of course, of no importance; 
but what are important are the revelations he blurted out to British 
journalists concerning Nazi contacts in Britain. 

At present, Mr. Wicks is living with “an old friend,” Carl Schmidt, 
whom he describes as being a Nazi Party official and “-well known in 
London.” His son is being sent to a Hitler Youth camp and his 
daughter to a Nazi political school. 


To one paper he declared: “I got in touch with the German 


Embassy in Britain and asked for a visa, explaining my position. I 


was then invited to a reception at which Julius Streicher’s son was a 
guest, together with high-placed English people.” Mr. Wicks told 
another paper that he had been invited to stay in Berlin, as a “ British 
refugee,’ by the German Ambassador, He appears to have also 
visited Germany for a short time in 1938. 
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Trade Board to be Set Up 
JEWS NOT TO BLAME FOR BAD CONDITIONS 


An improvement in general conditions in the Furniture Trade is 
expected to result from the decision of the Ministry of Labour to apply 
the Trade Board Acts. But the National Amalgamated Furnishing 
Trad s Association, the trade union principally concerned, points out 
that the immediate operation of a Trade Board is likely to worsen 
conditions, 

The dancer is that the Trade Board minimum may be accepted as 


the standard rate of pay, and those firms which, paying a higher wage, | 


now have a voluntary agreement with the Union, may accordingly 
reduce their rates. The Union will welcome the Trade Board when 
wages and hours are regulated under the terms of the present voluntary 
agreement. 

The reasons given for the Ministry of Labour's decision are the 
ab:ence of efficient machinery for the regulation of wages, and the 
conditions of employment in certain sections. The Minister is shortly 
to call a conference of employers and workpeople to discuss the 
imp'ementing of his decision. 

The furniture manufacturing trade—which includes the furniture 
making and upholstery trades—gives employment to some 150,000 
workers, of whom about 63,000 are in the London area. In this area, 
it is estimated, not more than one worker in five or six is in a trade 
union ; and the British Furniture Trades Joint Committee, which has 
a good record in striving to maintain reasonable wages and conditions, 
is not fully representative of the employers. A number of Jewish 
employers are on the Joint Committee. 

The conclusions reached by a Special Investigator appointed by THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE to make an investigation into conditions in the 
furniture trade in 1936 are now confirmed in a special survey pub- 
lished by the British Furniture Trades Joint Committee. The survey 


was made by an independent investigator appointed by the Joint Com- — 


mittee in the course of “the examination of the poss:bilities of apply- 
ing for a Trade Board as a remedy for admitted evils.” ~ 

Our Special Investigator was able to deny that the bad conditions 
that existed were due to the Jews as such, whether employers or 
employees. He showed that the evils were because of certain con- 
ditions inherent in the trade. The British Furniture Trades Investi- 
gator supports this view. “It is sometimes said,” he reports, “ that the 
furniture trade is what itis because of the temperament, habits, or 
peculiar business outlook of some of those who constitute it. This is 
questionable. It appears far more likely that the small size of the units, 
the ease with which they can be established and broken, and the possi- 
bility of unlimited specialisation, breed, jn the absence of any single 
controlling force, forms of extreme competition that produce the 
results outlined here. It is more likely to be circumstances rather. than 
mentality which give rise to some of the practices—involving as they 
do so much wasted effort—which are rife in this trade. And it must 
further be said that these practices feed on themselves; those circum- 
stances which permit their rise encourage and perpetuate their growth.”

THE STOPPAGE OF IMMIGRATION 
- Policy of Force Against Helpless Refugees 


OMINOUS GOVERNMENT MOVE 
[From our Correspondent—Jerusatem, July 13] 


Perhaps the most appropriate comment upon the Government's 
announcement of the stoppage of Jewish immigration during the six 
months beginning October | was that contained in the statement issued 
by the Jewish Agency Executive in Jerusalem, of which the following 
is an extract: 

“ For three years Palestine was a prey to the terrorism of Arab 
bands, and the Government failed to enforce law and order’ Now 
that the Mandatory Government has surrendered to Arab 
terrorism and violated its obligations to the Jewish people, it 
makes a display of firmness in enforcing the new immigration 
restrictions. The Jewish people. regards the new policy, which, 
under the pressure of terrorism, has placed a stranglehold on 
Jewish immigration, as devoid of any moral justification and 
based only on the use of force ... ' 

“It is not the Jewish refugees returning to their homeland 
who are violating the law but those who are endeavouring to 
deprive them of the supreme right of every human being—the 
right to live.” : 

It is apparent that the British Government is bent upon carrying to 
the farthest limits the policy which marked its capitulation to the 
Arab threats during the Palestine Conferences early this year. Tran- 
scending all the protestations of humanitarian concern for Jewish 
refugees from Germany, Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, and Danzig—and 
they, not irregular immigrants from Poland and Rumania, have formed 
the bulk of the people arriving in the last few weeks—is the almost 
eager desire to show the Arab politicians that they need no longer 
fear the intentions of the British Government, and this complete 
stoppage is but a foretaste of the rewards they will receive if they 
accept the White Paper as it stands. What a feather it would be 
in Mr. MacDonald's cap if he could go before the League Council 
and claim that the Arabs, especially the extremist politicians, have 
welcomed the new Statement of Policy with open arms! 

The only effect upon the Yishuv of the fresh restriction will be to 
heighten its resolve to extend the greatest possible measure of 
hospitality to the unfortunate people, fleeing from political and 
economic victimisation in both Central and Eastern Europe, who 
manage to reach their National Home, and the more who come, 
especially during the period of complete stoppage decreed by the 
British Government, the greater the welcome. 


But how many people are aware that the origin of the new edict 


probably lies with the Palestine Administration, and not with the 
Colonial Office? It is again the stimulus of the “man on the spot,” 
that fetish of the Colonial Office under the system of decentralised 
arbitrary administration, which has undoubtedly produced the recom- 
mendation for this order. Since the publication of the White Paper 
two months ago, indeed, the Administration has become much more 
openly anti-Jewish. 

It is of interest at this juncture to recall that: only a fortnight 
ago two Arab dailies, FALASTIN and At Jamia AL Isami, had 
suggested in editorial articles that the Government would be well 
advised to suspend Jewish immigration in retaliation for the arrival 
of unauthorised refugees. That advice may have been just an intelli- 
gent anticipation of the Administration’s intentions; Government 
secrets have a peculiar way of their own in filtering out to the Arab 
journals: but it may also have been the sort of bright idea which 
appealed to someone in high authority locally, upon reading a trans- 
lation of the Arab press, as a first-class administrative expedient in 
the circumstances. |

PROTEST STRIKE OF YISHUV 


One Hundred Per Cent. Effective 
REVISIONISTS AND AGUDAH JOIN IN 


The general strike proclaimed by the Vaad Leumi (Jewish National 


Council) from 2 p.m. until midnight on Tuesday as a protest against 
the suspension of Jewish immigration went off without incident and 
was absolutely complete. The Vaad Leumi issued an appeal to the 
whole Jewish population of Palestine not to hold meetings and demon- 
strations and ordering them to remain in their homes. 

The Tel-Aviv municipality, also issued an appeal urging the 


inhabitants to stay at home for the duration of the strike. The. 


- municipality further ordered the suspension of all business traffic for 


annou 


the duration of the strike. In the city Jewish civil guards were posted 
every ten yards in all the streets with orders to detain anyone in the 
street without a permit from the municipality. Special detention places 
were arranged in all the public schools. e 

The Agudath Israel issued a statement endorsing the Vaad Leumi's 
call for a general strike. The Revisionist Party also issued a statement 


in which it declared that it would not interfere with the general strike, | 


though it regarded the order to keep indoors as a measure to prevent 
the expression of the real feelings of the Yishuv. 


THe reconstruction of “ Moledeth,” the German-Jewish settlement in

ORDER-IN-COUNCIL IMPOSES LAND 
SALE RESTRICTIONS 


Complete Flouting of the Mandate 


[From our Correspondent—JeRusALeM] 


The amendments to the 1922 Order-in-Council, promulgated at 
Buckingham Palace on May 25 this year and recently published in the 
Palestine Gazette, represent a complete flouting of the Mandate. 
Discriminatory provisions have been inserted in the Order, which is 
part of the constitution of the country, to enable the High Com- 
missioner to enact legislation to prohibit, restrict, or regulate land sales 
and transfers from Arabs to Jews. These provisions are made 
retroactive from May 18. 

The fact that the Government was aware of the illegality of its move 
is to be seen from the careful phraseology, paying lip-service to the 
Mandate. The High Commissioner cannot enact Ordinances, but may 
issue regulations to effect such restrictions applicable only to transfers 
of land “ from Arabs to Jews or to other persons not being Arabs; or 
from Jews to Arabs or to other persons not being Jews; or from Arabs 
or Jews to any bodies of persons corporate or unincorporated.” The 
expression “ transfers ” is defined to include leases, mortgages, charges, 


and other dispositions, while “land” is defined as including water, 


buildings, trees, and any right in, to, or over land, water, buildings, or 
trees. 

And yet it is stated specifically in the Mandate that “ no discrimina- 
tion of any kind shall be made between the inhabitants of Palestine 
on the ground of race, religion, or language” (Article 15). The 
obligations of the Mandatory Power have been brought to a sorry 
pass indeed if such legislation can be enacted with in:punity. 


FIFTIETH SETTLEMENT SINCE 1936_ 
Southernmost Jewish Habitation Established 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


During the early. hours of Wednesday morning, July 12, a group 


of sixty Jewish pioneers, assisted by a large number of volunteers, | 


completed the initial stages of the fiftieth setthement to be established 
in Eretz Yisrael since the disturbances began.in April, 1936, and the 
thirteenth since the White Paper was publish®f”’on May 17. It was 
on 2,600 dunams of Jewish National Fund land at Beit Affa, ten 


kilometres south of Beer Tuvia, thus becoming the southernmost. 


inhabited Jewish area in the country. 

As has been customary with new colonisation since the White Paper, 
the work began some time after midnight, and by daybreak the timber 
framed stockades with their fillmg of stone chippings, the watch-tower 
with its searchlight, and the first dwelling-huts had been put into place. 
It must have seemed to Arab villagers in the area that an Aladdin's 
lamp had been at work—for where nothing had been the night before, 
a village stood that morning! No hammering had been heard, for 
screws were used to join the timber-work; and that muted building 
activity under the starlit Palestinian sky was a symbol of contemporary 
Jewish effort. 

The settlers are members gf Kvutzath “ Hashomer Hatzair” which 
has been encamped at Givath Ganim, near Rishon-le-Zion. On Sunday, 
July 16, another settlement took place when pioneers of Kfar Netter 
occupied their land near Tel Zur. The new settlers are graduates 
of the Mikveh Israel Agricultural School, and their village is a memorial 
to Carl Netter, who founded the school, 7

PROTEST MEETING OF ZIONIST 
FEDERATION 


Colonial Secretary’s Action Condemned 


PROFESSOR BRODETSKY’S DECLARATION 
** Government’s Policy Has Broken Down” 


The Colonial Secretary's announcement of the stoppage of Jewish 
immigration into Palestine from October to March was bitterly con- 
demned by a conference of delegates called by the Zionist Federation 
of Great Britain and Ireland. which was held on Sunday at Woburn 
House, W.C. But the meeting did more than protest. It gave voice 
to the determination of the Jewish people to resist the decision. 

The Rev. M. L. Perlzweig, who presided, read a message from Dr. 
Chaim Weizmann. Mr. Perlzweig said they took the opportunity of 
affirming again, if it were necessary, that their conflict was with the 
policy of the Government and not with the British people. After 
describing the tragic’ position of Jews in many parts of the world 
at this moment, the speaker added: “ Yet this is the moment when the 
last door open to Jews has been shut. We as British Jews cannot 
accept that and will fight against it.” The Jew had two alternatives: 
either to accept the decree of death or defy that decree and live. 
Such an alternative, of submitting to destruction or defying the law, 


should not be the alternative which the Government of a great empire 


put before a persecuted and harassed people. | 

Commander Locker-Lampson, M.P., said that when the Govern- 
ment, which he generally supported, introduced the White Paper, he 
had done something he had not previously done—voted against the 
Government. In producing such a paper, the Government had sold 
the pass—and to whom? fo their enemies. In selling Palestine they 


had taken their marching orders from Mussolini and Hitler. The™ 


Government proposed preposterous paradises at the other ends of the 


earth. “ Resist every effort,” counselled the speaker, “ to send the Jews 


anywhere but to the countries to which they want to go. The Jews have 
only got to be Palestine-minded to win. You have only got to. convert 
your own people to the realities of Palestine. If you are denied 
immigration in the ordinary way—if I were one of you I would do 
almost anything to allow immigrants to come in.” 


“Do Not Submit to Destruction ” 
Professor Selig Brodetsky said that the Colonial Secretary's 


- announcement had at any rate this about it which was a consolation 


to them: it proved that the Government policy, known technically as 
the White Paper, had completely broken down. “ The White Paper 
cannot, and therefore will not, be carried into effect; and our business 
at this gathering is. not to carry on the traditional Jewish activity of 
meeting in order to protest—protesting has become almost a Jewish 
industry—but rather we have come together at this conference, 
representing, 1 think, all the Jews in this country almost without 
exception, to make it clear not that we protest against this policy but 


that we shall refuse to do anything which will help in any way in the | 


carrying out of this policy and shall do everything legitimate and 
possible in order to make the carrying out of this policy impossible. 


We Jews are a law-abiding people, but there is no human law which © 


can command a human being, be he Jew or Gentile, to submit to 


destruction. 


“And now,” he continued, “ because a certain number of ‘ illegal’ 
immigrants did manage to slip into Palestine, in spite of the Palestinian 
navy, punishment is meted out to the Jewish people in the form of 
stopping all legal immigration! There will be only one consequence 
to the stopping of legal immigration in Palestine, and the Colonial 
Secretary knows very well what that consequence is going to be.” | 

The Jews, said Professor Brodetsky in conclusion, would ultimately 
win. If the present British Government would not see to it that 
justice was done he felt sure the British people and future Govern- 
ments would reverse the present policy and give back to the Jews 
the rights which the whole civilised world recognised as belonging to 
them. In the battle before the Jews, which was going to be a difficult 
one and which needed every ounce of their strength and determination, 
the Jews of England would take the lead because they were British 
Jews and because they were citizens and had every right to stand up 
to and criticise their Government. : 


Dr. Goldmann’s Optimism — 


Dr. Nahum Goldmann said he was optimistic about the Jewish 


future in Palestine, his optimism being founded on the strength of the 
Jewish position already attained in the land. “ We have reached a 
position when we can say that nothing will be decided there against 
our will. We are going to be sirong enough noi only to prevent 
policies against us being carried into effect but to impose our will on 
the fate of the country. Our generation will live to see the time when 
decisions in Palestine will not be taken by White Papers, will not be 
made in Downing Street or St. James’s Palace, but by the Jewish people 
in Palestine.” 

The following resolution, for submission to the Prime Minister and 
the Colonial Secretary, was proposed by Mr. Paul Goodman, seconded 


by Mr. Phineas Horowitz, and supported by Mr. Barnett Janner, and 


was carried unanimously :

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MACCABI’S GREAT EFFORT FOR J.N.F. 


To Raise £20,000 in Four Years 
HOW IT WILL BE DONE 
Interview With Lt.-Com. Goldrich ”° 


: Considerable interest has been aroused by the announcement in the 
Incidentally column of THe JewisH CHronicte that British 
Maccabi has undertaken to raise, through its‘ affiliated branches, 

£20,000 during the next four years, the 
money to be used to buy land in Palestine 
through the J.N.F. for the extension of 
Kfar Maccabi. 

More facts about this scheme and the 
movement in general were given to me by 
Lt.-Commander R. Goldrich, the Acting 
Chairman of the British Maccabi Associa- 
tion (writes a representative of THe Jewisu 
CHRONICLE). 

“The Maccabi movement, which has 
‘made such rapid progress in this country 
during the past few years,” he said, “ is part 


the raising of the physical and cultural stan- 
dards of Jewish youth. It is in effect an 
organised attempt to bring about a physical 
and spiritual regeneration of the Jewish 
people, and it is natural that such a move- 
ment should be closely linked with Palestine, where this process is 
being carried on in its most intensive form.” | 

He recalled that the first all-Jewish Olympiad was appropriately held 
in Palestine, and that Maccabim from every part of the world partici- 
pated. But an even closer link was forged, he said, with the founding 
of Kfar Maccabi, a settlement in which Maccabim from all over 
Europe had made their homes. This colony was established on a 
stretch of land redeemed by the Jewish National Fund, and in the 
efforts which were made to secure this land the Continental Maccabi 
movements played a leading part. 

“We have a membership of about 5,000 in England, and branche 
in almost every Jewish centre. There is a growing interest in the 
movement: and the difficulties surrounding Jewish life on the Continent 
have focused attention upon the problems with which Maccabi deals. 

“ Maccabi, whose name was taken from the great Jewish hero, Judas 
Maccabeus, draws much of its inspiration from Palestine and, indeed, 
in the Yishuv itself, there is a large and important Maccabi movement. 


In addition to the Maccabim who are settled in Kfar Maccabi, there | 


are thirty Jewish colonies in which young Maccabim are undergoing 
training. 

“ This scheme for the raising of money for the Jewish. National 
Fund has a particular appeal to the Maccabi movement, and our plan 
is designed to place a responsibility on every single member. We shall 
endeavour to raise £20,000 over four years by donations, functions, 
and the acceptance by every member of the task of disposing of special 
half-crown .donation receipts to friends and sympathisers.” The 
details of the scheme, he added, had only recently been worked out, 
but an encouraging start had been made. 

“ Maccabi is a non-political movement, but our responsibility has 
been brought home to us afresh by the many refugees now resident 
in this country who were mémbers of Continental Maccabi branches. 
Maccabi retains its: freedom and independence, but we feel that. the 
position which our movement occupies in Jewish life in the Diaspora 
to-day renders it imperative that we make some practical contribution 
towards the constructive work which is going on in Palestine. We are 
particularly. pleased to undertake this work in association with the 
3.N.F. because we feel that it has a specific Maccabi angle, and we are 
assured that the scheme will receive the widespread support of all 
members of our movement.” ean

Passing by his platform at the WhiteQone Pond, Hampstead. on 
Sunday. July 9, Norman Gantz, a member of the Execu ‘ive of the 


. Federation of Zionist Youth, heard Mr. Norris speaking. Interested, 


he stayed. 


Atthe end of the meeting, Gantz challenged Mr. Norris to a public 
debate on the subject of Zionism and the Palestine problem. Mr. 
Norris accepted immediately, and the debate took place last Sunday, 

To a large audience, Mr. Norris said: “I am not against the Jew 
but against the Zionism of Dr. Weizmann. When the Jew is in the richt 
I support him as I did when they were being terrorised in the East 
End of London. There I stood by them, and spoke for them against 
hooliganism. But over the question of Palestine, the standpoint of the 
Zionists is definitely wrong. Mr: Chamber ain has a legacy of trouble 
from previous Governments and he has, out there in Palest. ne, two sets 
of peop’e, both of whom have. been promised som:thing. There has 
been, and is, trouble, -war, and bloodshed in Palestine. The White Pap*r 
is t:e British Government's method to cure the Palestine trouble and it 
is going through. Neither Jew nor Arab accepted it, and that prov.s to . 
me that it is a fair solution.” The core of his ideas about Palestine was 
co-operation. “I want to see Jews and Arabs. working together in 
peace and amity for the benefit of both.” - 

Paying tribute to Mr. Norris for his. differentiation between anti- 
Zionism and anti-Semitism, Mr. Gantz thanked him for the courtesy of 
letting him rut the Zionist cas: from his platform. 

He began by saying that Zionists had always believed that if Jews 
and Arabs got together they could negotiate. But at the Palestine 
Conference, for instance, the Palestinian Arabs would not sit at the same 
table with Jews. On the White Paper Mr. Gantz said: “It is nothing 
more or ‘less than that policy of appzasement which you, the people 
of Britain, declared dead after last September. It is specifically laid 
down, and nobody can deny it, that the promise of the British Govern- 
ment was to help build a Jewish National Home in Palestine. Jews 
brought something invaluable with them into Palestine,” he said, “anJ 
that was democracy. They found the Arabs existing under feudal 
conditions. Arabs saw that Jews were free and thus a spontaneous 
Arab movement began (later assisted by the Jews) to free the Arabs 
from the shackles of the Effendi class.”

UNHEALTHY CONCENTRATION 
PROFESSIONS 


Redirection Urgently Needed 
By MAX F. BAER 


(Director of the B’nai B'rith Vocational Service Bureau, U.S.A.) 


Much the same problems as are facing Jewry in England are perpiexing 
other communities, and the publication in THe JEWISH CHRONICLE 
in recent weeks of articles on vocational redistribution and 
Careers Advice has attracted a good deal of attention not only 
here but also abroad. The B'nai B'rith in America (where. there 
is the largest single agglomeration of Jews in the world) have 
devoted considerable attention to Jewish vocational research and 
distribution, awed because it is believed that their experience and 
conclusions will be of considerable interest, and help, to Anglo- 
Jewry, the following article by the Director of their Vocational 
Service Bureau is published. va 

THE problem of the vocational redistribution of Jews is of tremendous 

concern to us here in: America, where we are now endeavouring to 

cope with #. While the picture of Jewish economic activity in America 
is somewhat different from that in England and in other European 
countries, the outline is fundamentally the same. Although wisdom 
should now dictate another course, the Jewish youth of America are 
still pushing towards a few certain vocational fields in response to 
definite expectancies that have developed through the centuries and 
still persist. For many centuries our people were rigidly circumscribed 
in their economic activities. The opening of new vocational opportun- 
ities, however, has ‘not resulted in a considerable broadening of the 
economic pursuits of our young people. | 

- Unfortunately, data regarding the occupational distribution of 

American Jews are fragmentary and incomplete. Such studies as have 

been made, however, uniformly point to what is recognised as an 

unhealthy concentration of Jews in certain vocational fields. 


The history of early Jewish settlement in America reveals an 


economic orientation considerably more successful than that of the 
Jewish groups in Eastern Europe. Except for agriculture, Jews were, 
for many decades, fairly well represented in the various economic 
strata. . It is estimated, for example, that of the Jewish immigrants who 
entered the United States between 1900 and 1925 only 10-per cent. 
were engaged in commerce and 2 per cent. in the professions, whereas 
almost 84 per cent. were active in industry, handicrafts, and unskilled 
labour. 

The. children of this large immigrant group, however, tended to 
break away from the parental job pattern and to establish themselves 
mostly in the distributive: occupations. This development is plainly 


. seen in the needle trades, which were once dominated by Jewish 


workers but now employ many Poles, Italians, Negroes, and Spaniards. 


. Coimendent with the -curtailment of immigration and with the 


Americanisation of the Jewish immigrant, we have witnessed a steady 
lessening of the number of Jews in the manual fields and an inflow into 
thé ranks of the middle class.. The chief characteristics of this trend 
have been a concentration in commercial and white-collar jobs and‘a 
gravitation towards the professions, notably law, medicine, and 
dentistry. 


A DOWNWARD MOVEMENT 


Industrial and commercial concentration, with such consequences as 
chain-store development, will, unless the trend alters, undoubtedly 
squeeze large numbers: of Jews out of the middle class and force 
them \ back into the class of wage-earners. A recent survey of Jewish 
occupational trends in forty-eight medium- and small-sized Com- 
munities, undertaken by the Junior B'nai B'rith, suggests that there is 
already a noticeable downward movement from the position of the 
independent employer to that of the dependent employee. This. 
however, is taking place in the clerical and commercial fields. There 
is no indication yet of Jews following the manual or skilled trades in 
considerable numbers. Nor is there any appreciable infiltration of 
Jews into agriculture, in which at present only 2 per cent. are engaged, 
as contrasted with 21 per cent. for the general population. 


The results of a recent study of Jewish students in over 1,300 colleges . 


in the United States and Canada, made by the B'nai B'rith Hillel 
Research Bureau, promise no immediate diminution of the pressure 
of Jewish youth into the professions. Although Jews comprise but 
3.5 per cent. of the general population, Jewish students represent more 
than 11 per cent. of the total enrolment of professional schools. 

The economic maldistribution of the Jewish population in the 
United States is accentuated by its excessively urban character. More 
than half ef the American Jews reside in three cities. These “ large 
undigested lumps” of Jews, as the late Dr. Rubinow called them, 
exist in the commercial centres of the country and present an 


‘exaggerated picture of the part Jews play in the economic life of the 


nation. Certainly any effort directed towards the vocational readjust- 
ment of American Jews must contemplate a healthier geographic 
distribution, 

' The sprésefice in certain occupations of a large number of workers 


“Of the same ethnic group is.no new phenomenon in American economic 
“fife. Negroes are heavily represented in unskilled labour and in 
- “domestic pursuits and are employed as porters in the larger cities to 


the exclusion of other workers. The metropolitan police forces have 
many Irish names on their lists of personnel. Chinese laundrymen, 
Italian barbers, and Greek restaurateurs are familiar figures in 
American business establishments. This is not necessarily an undesir- 
able situation. On the contrary, if there are among us groups peculiarly 
fitted for certain types of work, they may be rendering a service to the 
national economy by engaging in those occupations. 

But the Jewish position in America is unlike that of any other 
minority group. Jews constitute a conspicuous element in American 
life for a number of reasons, not the least of which are current happen- 
ings abroad. The most persecuted people on the face of the earth 
must beware of providing their enemies with the kind of ammunition 
that renders their position more precarious. Expressive of this peril 
to Jewish security in America is the warning recently addressed to the 
B'nai Brith Vocational Service Bureau by a non-Jewish college 
president: “ My impression is that Jewish leaders, unfortunately, are 
unaware of the vocational trends which you have indicated; and if 
we are to avaid a Fascistic development in this country with it anti- 
Semitic bitterness, the Jewish public needs to be aware of the trends 
which you have indicated.” 

The proposition that the work of the world should be done by those 
who are best adapted to it requires further refinement. It does not 
imply that all members of a group reputed to have an aptitude for 
certain vocations possess the necessary qualifications. Nor does it 
imply that. all who possess the capacity for successful performance 
should be directed into a given occupation irrespective of the demand 
for that particular type of labour. A considerable number of the 
9.500 Jewish students at present enrolled in law schools is lacking in 
the personal qualifications requisite for success in the field or has no 
special ability for legal work. Blameworthy to a great extent are 
parents and relatives who, knowing little of yocational realities and 
unable to consider their young people from an objective standpoint, 
goad them into seeking the social prestige offered by the profession. 
The fault lies, too, with the prospective lawyers, many of whom suffer 
delusions of grandeur regarding the nature of ordinary legal work. 


LAWYERS ON POOR RELIEF | : 


Young people are woefully misinformed as to the economic returns 
to be expected in law. A study recently completed by the New York 
County Lawyers’ Association surveys an area in which very many 
Jews are concentrated. It shows that 1 per cent. of the lawyers in 
New York County earned more than the lower 50 per cent. Thirty 
per cent. divided 75 per cent. of: the total income, and 14 per cent. 
received almost 57 per cent. “From another source,” continues the 
report, “it appears that in 1935 about 1,500 or ten per cent. of our 
bar qualified for relief under a pauper’s oath” (our italics). 

Also of interest is the study of over 3,000 Jewish lawyers in New 
York City by the Conference of Jewish Relations. It disclosed that 
42 per cent. earned less than $2,000 (approximately £430) net pro- 
fessional income for the year 1937. 

Medicine is the other field in which Jewish youth requires special 
guidance. There is at present one physician for every 780 persons in 
the United States, the highest ratio in the world. ‘ Unfortunately, the 
proportion is greatest in populated areas in which Jews live in large 
numbers. In New York State, for example, there is one physician for 
every 572 persons. The American Medical Association, feeling that 
the needs of the nation could be adequately met by one physician for 
every 1,000 people, has campaigned to restrict the number of medical 
schools and the number of those enrolling in each. Arising from the 
strict control of medical education is the adoption of quotas for Jewish 
students, Although Jewish students represent as many as 16 per cent. 
of those in medical schools, it is believed that half of the applications 
from Jews are annually rejected. Under these circumstances, only 
those Jewish students who are most promising in ability should be 
encouraged to choose medicine as a career. 

The spearhead of the present ruthless and widespread assault upon 
the Jewish people is the oft-repeated charge of economic domination. 
Thus we hear the cry that the Jews monopolise commercial and 
professional opportunities; that they are non-producers and therefore 
parasites on the economic order. Of course it is of no avail to explain 
that, according to the principles of capitalist economics, wholesalers, 
retailers, advertisers, lawyets, and other middlemen are as vital a part 
of the machinery of production as farmers, miners, craftsmen, and 
others who work with their hands. 

It is not surprising that present-day forces of antagonism against 
the Jews spring mainly from the middle glass. The competitors of 
the Jews, themselves middlemen, make up the bulk of the followers 
of Nazism and Fascism. As the development of large-scale industria! 
and commercial enterprise makes the position of the middle class 
increasingly precarious, the outcry of the dominant majority against 
Jewish competition becomes more and more vociferous. The friction 
growing out of the pressure of Jews in the white-collar fields is 
unfortunately aggravated by the urban character of the Jewish peop'e.

SMASHING THE NAZI NETWORK 


France Gives a Lead 
MORE ALLEGED AGENTS ARRESTED 
Contacts in London 


The expulsion from France of Otto Abetz, Herr von Ribbentrop’s 
agent, has been rapidly followed by a swoop by the French Govern- 
ment on Nazi and pro-Nazi propagandists. M. Daladier, the Prime 
Minister, has promised to continue his investigation “ without respect 
to persons,” and should he fulfil his promise, further developments are 
likely to be sensational. 

According to the Star, Abetz has been conducting pro-Nazi activity 
for years, mainly under the guise of “ social” and “ cultural” work. 
In 1934, he organised the visits of French ex-Servicemen leaders to 
Herr Hitler, who demonstrated his “ peaceful intentions ” in this way. 
Phe next step was the foundation of the German-French Society in 
1935, for which he successfully used the members of a pacifist German- 
French youth league, “ Sohlbergkreis.” When Ribbentrop took over 
the Foreign Office, Abetz received special funds for propaganda in 
France, and obtained access to the most important politicians of the 
pro-German groups in France. Abetz organised group visits to 
Germany, to the Olympic Games, and to the Party congresses in 
Nuremberg; arranged film shows, book translations, lecture tours; 
and carried personal messages to French statesmen. 

According to ReYvNotps News, M. Daladier’s material implicates 
prominent journalists, Deputies, and municipal councillors, to whom 
the Nazis are said to have given bribes. One of the alleged objects 
of the Nazis was to secure control of one of the largest French cinema 
organisations. _M. Daladier has meanwhile announced. that any dis- 
closure of information relating to the inquiries falls under the penal 
law, which henceforth will be strictly applied; but a section of the 
French Press has protested that such action is likely to aid the Nazis. 

So far, twelve persons are said to be under arrest. On Friday of 
last week, three prominent journalists were arrested and sent to the 
Cherche-Midi military prison. They include M. Aubin, of the Temps, 
and M. Poirier, of the Figaro, who have confessed to receiving laree 
sums of money from the Nazis. Both newspapers have dissociated 
themselves from Nazi activity. Paris newspapers now declare that 
certain members of the French Cabinet are also implicated. Spying 
is not at the moment alleged, and the suspects are being held for 
propaganda opposed to French interests. : 

It is reported from Arras that persons receiving. the notorious anti- 
Jewish WELTDIENST bulletins from Germany have been told to 
surrender them to the police without showing them to other persons; 
and the News CHRONICLE reports that the French Secret Service is 
now seeking members of a pro-Hitler propaganda group which 
continues to circulate*‘an: anti-Semitic newspaper printed in Germany. 
House searches have taken place in Strasbourg and Lille. 

It at last. emerges from the confusion of rumours and counter- 
rumours that two distinct lines of investigation are being pursued, one 


into actual cases of espionage in the accepted sense of the word, and . 


the other into propaganda subsidised from abroad. 

The repercussions on the vigorous action of the French police are 
likely to be felt throughout Western Europe, including Great Britain, 
where, it is believed, Nazi agents are working frenziedly to prevent 
similar action being taken. [References to Nazi activity in England will 
be found under “ Jewish Defence” and “ Parliament” in this issue.] 
It is reported that B.2 (the French anti-spy organisation), the 
British M.1.5, and their American counterpart, are to co-operate in 
exchanging information about the Nazis. B.2 is said to have details 
of contacts which Abetz was trying to establish in London at the time 
of his expulsion. Abetz visited London recently after the Home Office 
expelled seven niembers of the German Labour Front, but was ordered 
to leave. 

Nazi newspapers have been forbidden to mention the Nazi propa- 


ganda scandal in Paris, says the Opserver. The Paris correspondents . 


of the Nazi Press have also been warned not to allow any hint of 
the nature of the affair to creep into their news messages. 


MASQUERADING AS JEWS 


French Anti-Semite’s Provocative Plot 


[From our Correspondent—Paris] 


An outrageous plot by French anti-Semites to masquerade as pro- 
Semites in order to arouse hostility to the Jews is disclosed in the 
Paris HUMANITE. Its author is the notorious Jew-baiter Céline, two of 
whose anti-Jewish novels were recently banned from circulation. 
Céline, who advocates co-ordination of all anti-Semitic activities under 
a single command, considers that in order to succeed, the anti-Semite 
must no longer appear as a Nazi or Fascist. | 

To shout “Down with the Jews!” is no use, he says. What is 
necessary is to shout “ Long live the Jews! Down with the French- 
men!” The method of insolent praise of the Jews must be substituted 
for their abasement. It must appear that the Jews brazenly proclaim 
their superiority and ridicule and humiliate the French. 

Traders must be incited against the Jews by the raising of the cry, 

“Buy from the Jews, the French shopkeepers’ goods are cheap and 
shoddy.” The worker must be told, “ Only the Jewish employer pays 
his workers decently.” The soldier must be told, “ Liberate yourself! 
The Jewish Party is powerful, it will help the deserters, and only a 
Jewish dictator will secure the. suppression of - obligatory military 
service.” In the cafés, restaurants, and public places, “ spontaneous 
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discussion must be organised among two parties, of which one must 
play the indignant Frenchman and the other the insolent and 
contemptuous Jew. 


Several papers comment on the document, and ask what the 
authorities are doing about it. 


OTTO ABETZ IN BELGIUM 


The Trail of the Nazi 
NEW BILL AGAINST FOREIGN PROPAGANDA 


The recent arrests of French journalists have caused a number of 
the Belgian papers to disclose that Otto Abetz, the Nazi agent, has been 
in Belgium several times recently. His contacts with local journalists 
and politicians, according to reports, have been numerous And 
continuous. 

The Belgian Press is now demanding that the Prime Minister, M. 
Pierlot, take drastic action against Nazi spies and propagandists. 

The Press is particularly concerned with the case of Lieut. Dombret, 
a Belgian officer attached to the. Cartographic Institute, who was 
arrested with seven other persons on a charge of handing to the German 
Secret Service several documents concerning national defence. 
Dombret has confessed his guilt. 

The Minister of the Interior declares, in a message to the Provincial 
Governors, that a large number of foreigners have settled in Belgium 
without regular authority, and that some are conducting activity 
“ which is disturbing our economic and social organisation.” The 
Minister appeals to local authorities to take the necessary steps to 
bring to book foreigners whe have established themselves illegally, 
and to supervise the activities Of those who are regularly established. 

The Senate has approved a Bill imposing penalties for subversive 
political activity by foreigners in Belgium, or Belgians remunerated 
from abroad. The Bill is designed.to protect Belgian institutions against 
dangers to which they might be exposed through foreign propaganda 
and machinations. 


NAZI SPIES SENTENCED IN SWITZERLAND 
Reports on Jews Sent to Berlin 


Six men who have been on trial in Ziirich on charges of espionage, 
together with two others now in Germany, were found guilty last week 
of operating an information service in the interests of a foreign power, 
reports the TELEGRAPH AND MORNING Post. 

Dr. Alfred Zander, described as the leader of the Swiss Nazi organi- 
sation known as the “ League of, Faithful Confederates,” was sentenced 
to eighteen months’ imprisonmefy and the suspension of his citizenship 
for three years. Konrad Zandé¢r, his brother, was sentenced to one 
month's imprisonment, Otto Derendinger to four months and suspen- 
sion of citizenship for two years, and Alfred Nikles to six months and 
suspension of citizenship for two years. Otto Frei and Walter 
Oberdorfer, a German, who escaped to Germany, were sentenced in 
absence to two years and five months respectively. The other two 


. defendants, not members of the League, were Benne Werner Schaeppi 


and Hans Stuz. Schaeppi was sentenced to four months and Stuz 
to two months. 

Stuz admitted at the trial that he had corresponded with Goebbels 
and Streicher, and that. he had accused several Jews of making 
insulting references about Nazi Germany. Another defendant con- 
fessed that he had written letters to Nazi Ministers containing accusa- 
tions against well-known Jewish personalities in Ziirich. He had 
been instructed by the Nazis to find out how many Jews visited the 
Czecho-Slovakian and British Consulates, and to keep under observa- 
tion various persons with Jewish names. 


DANISH NAZI’S SENTENCE CONFIRMED 
Spying on Jews | 


The High Court in Copenhagen has confirmed the sentences of 
imprisonment passed by a Lower Court against an anti-Semitic 
lawyer named Pontoppidan and a Copenhagen police officer named 
Helving who were accused of transmitting information about refugees, 
mostly Jewish, to a foreign Power. While the court reduced the terms 
of imprisonment from eight months to four and six months respectively, 
both Pontoppidan and Helving are to lose their civil rights for five 
years, and Pontoppidan is to be deprived of his right to practise as 
a lawyer. 

Pontoppidan was one of the counsel for the accused in a recent trial 


of Nazi editors for defamation of the Jewish religion and the Jewish — 


Community. 


LUXEMBOURG BANS ANTI-JEWISH PAPER

A recent transmission, after denouncing England's policy 
of encirclement,” culminated with the words: “ The English and the 
Jews. at the bottom of their hearts, are animated by the same spirit 
and the -né ideals.”

German Consul in Melbourne, Heir Seger. by Sir Henry Gullett, 
Australian Minister for External Affairs. Referring to a statement on

The Minister added that it was quite out of 
the province .of any consular service in Australia to engage in 
propaganda against Britain. |

HOW NAZIS WORK IN INDIA 


Flattery and Free News 
[From a Correspondent] 


The outstanding feature of Nazi propaganda in India is its extreme 
thoroughness. From information at my disposal, it can be stated that 
mearly every Indian ex-student of a German university is receiving 
friendly communications from old colleagues or professors of his 
college days. The point of view stressed in the letters is generally 
that Britain is the common enemy of Nazi Germany and Nationalist 
India. The maltreatment of the Jews is condoned. 

One of the most effective methods adopted by German residents 
in India is to arrange socials for the éntertainment of educated Indians. 
They are usually well attended, and at the end of any such function 
one hears guests remark: “After all, the Germans have no race 
prejudice; if they are fighting Britain, we have nothing against them.” 
In their work of organising socials for Indians, German businessmen 
are assisted by one or two prominent Indian professors who have 
received their education in German universities. } 

At the Moslem University of Aligarh, there is an Indo-German 
society which quite openly carries on pro-Nazi propaganda. Another 
body, with the high-sounding name of Society for the Protection of 
Islam, instructs its members to wear khaki uniform after the German 
Storm Troopers’ pattern. Both societies denounce the Jews and the 
British officials in Palestine for the “ persecution .of the Arabs ™; their 
virulent anti-Jewish propaganda is said to be responsible for the 


‘ refusal of the authorities to appoint a highly qualified Jewish refugee 


to a professorial chair recently. A pamphlet written by one of the 
professors extolling Hitler as a great friend of Islam was banned by 
the University authorities. The matter has taken such an acute form 
that the university authorities have now appointed a secret committee 
of three eminent men to inquire into the sources of funds of these 
organisations. 

Press propaganda which the Nazi agents carry on owes its success 
to the fact that the Indian Press is very poor and ill-organised. Free 
articles and news items are distributed through various agencies... Indian 
students and residents in Berlin and other German towns become 
more or less honorary correspondents at the request of their Nazi 
professors or business colleagues. As no-one else supplies free news 


consistently and systematically, the flow from Germany cannot be easily 
stopped. 


’ The Government of India has enacted a law whereby foreigners residing 
in India must register with the police. 


CZECHS OPPOSE ANTI-SEMITES 


The Protector is Angry 


_ The Czech people, far from being bréken in spirit by the Nazi 
invaders, are refusing to allow their national unity ‘to be destroyed. 
As the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN declares, frequent incidents, a demon- 


Stratively sullen ill-will, and acts of minor sabotage or reprisal, are a 


constant warning to the Germans. 

One of the methods whereby the Czechs show their hostility for 
their new oppressors is in their contemptuous rejection of anti- 
Semitism. All Nazi hopes that anti-Semitism would prove a useful 
method for disrupting the Czech people have proved illusory. The 
Nazis have employed the Gajda Fascists, and the more extreme Vlajka 
Fascists, but to no avail. 

Indicative of the feelings of the Czechs is the fact that in Prague 
and other cities shopkeepers have been removing the notices “ Aryan 
business from their shop-windows. The Executive of the Czech 


Traders’ Union has now issued a statement that the wish has been _ 


expressed in “ high places” that the notices be put back. 
Leaflets are being distributed urging the people to organise them- 


_ selves for resistance, to recognise that the Nazis are the common 
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enemi zechs and Jews, and to ignore the Czech Fascists, w 
pe against the Jews with the invaders. 

In many parts of the country, members of the Sokol (the well. 
known sports organisation) have been demonstrating their sympathy 
with the Jews. In one town, they tore up newspapers being sold by 
Fascist agitators. The Fascists called the German police to their aid, 
and one of the Sokol members was arrested. | 

The “ Protector,’ Baron von Neurath, recently summoned the 
editors of a number of Czech newspapers, severely reprimanded them 
for their policy with regard to the Jews and Germany, and threatened 
reprisals should they fail to adopt a sufficiently anti-Semitic tone, 
The “Protector” is meanwhile reported to have imposed the heavy 
fine of 25,000 kronen on the CESKE SLOVO for not displaying sufficiently 
prominent the recent anti-Jewish decree. The offending issuc wags 


confiscated. 


It is reported from Prague that after the appointment by the “ Protector” . 


of German mayors in the towns of Brno, Moravska-Ostrava, Budejovice, 
and Olomouc, street demonstrations took place during which Jewish shops 
were attacked. In Brno, not a single Jewish shop was spared by the Nazi 
hooligans. The Nazi mayors have now issued an order to the Jewish 
shopkeepers to repair the damage to all their shops immediately. 

A SruerMer display-case has been erected in the centre of Prague in 
the U Cerne Ruze Street. There are several Jewish shops and a Jewish 
café in the same street. 


STREICHER’S SUCCESSFUL OPERATION 
More Jewish Interference ! 


Julius Streicher, the Nazi Jew-baiter in chief, has been singularly 
silent during the past few months. His silence, as can well be 
imagined, was not a voluntary one, for since May he has been in a 
sanatorium in Hohenlychen, near Potsdam, where he has been under- 
going an operation for malignant tumour of the stomach. 

The STUERMER now reports, in the following terms, that the operation 
has been successful: “When it was announced in May that Julius 
Streicher was to have an operation, the Jewish newspapers throughout 
the world pounced upon the news with visible joy; and an abundance 
of correspondence at home and abroad made clear what the Jews 
hoped would be the operation’s outcome. They expressed annoyance 
that a medical science existed which could keep Julius Streicher alive. 
We can now give world Jewry the depressing information that the 
‘bloody Tsar of Franconia’ has returned from Hohenlychen to 
Nuremberg and has resumed his work on the StruermMer. The Jews’ 
God Jehovah assuredly contributed nothing to this outcome.” 

However, the STUERMER hardly does justice to the case; for it appears 
that when, after the operation, X-ray treatment became necessary, 
Streicher so far forgot his abhorrence of the Jews as to allow himself 
to be given treatment as practised by Dr. Jakob Borak, a specialist in 
this field and former head of the X-ray department of the Rothschild 
Hospital in Vienna. This curious lapse is said to have become known 
in Berlin after an indiscreet remark by a younger member of! the 


_ Sanatorium’s medical staff, which considered that the arch-Jew-batter 


should have refused a “ Jewish cure.” 

Before his operation, Streicher wrote his will, which, according to 
Gauleiter Sprenger, head of the Frankfort district, included a “ final 
settlement with the Jews, the sons of the Devil,” and demanded “the 
complete extirpation of the Jewish spirit in Germany.” é 


DUTCH JEW ACCEPTS NAZI “ HONOUR”

MODERN HEBREW 


From Mr. M. MANSOOR’ 
To the Editor of THe Jewisy 


Sir,— I was deeply interested in the report you printed recently of the 
Jewish Education Conference. Mr. Herbert Adler, in an important 
sentence, stated: “If we are going to keep the children after thirteen, we 


have to make the classes so attractive that they will come of their own | 


free will.” 

This attractiveness will never be achieved unless Hebrew is taught as a 

living language. It is not a question of “ chol” or “ kodesh,” it is a question 
of Hebrew. Modern Hebrew is ‘playing an increasingly important part 
in the education of Jewish youth. There are now five Modern Hebrew- 
speaking circles in London, and on inquiry at the L.C.C. I learned that 
there are eight evening institutes providing Modern Hebrew instruction, 
with an attendance of 400 students (compared with 180 last year). 
- Modern Hebrew instinctively develops in the child a love of our tradi- 
tions, and gives him the key to our great literature. How can one expect 
children over thirteen to be attracted by the dry translation method, used 
in most of our classes? In the L.C.C. classes we have successfully taught 
both Bible and extracts of the Mishna in Modern Hebrew. 

When the child realises that he can converse in Hebrew, play in it, 
and even solve Hebrew crossword puzzles, he finds a new interest in the 
language. As to the pronunciation, many teachers argue that it is 
confusing for the child to adopt two different systems: But it really 
depends on the teacher. I understand that at the Jewish Secondary Schools 
in North London, where Modern Hebrew is taken as a Matriculation 
subject, the child automatically reads in Sefardi when he opens his Modern 


Hebrew text, whilst he reads in Ashkenazi when he opens his Bible or 
Siddur. 


In this ntry there is a shameful neglect of the language which has 
been revifed among great masses in Eretz Israel and many parts of the 
Diaspora. \ Eretz Israel in its turn can exercise a great influence on the 


child, and the direct link between them must be the Hebrew language. In 
truth, without the revival of Hebrew, the rebirth of the Jewish nation would 
lose half its meaning. A great contribution to the cause of Hebrew will 
be made by the weekly Modern Hebrew course which we hope to see appear 
in THe Jewish CHRONICLE,

represented in the very occupations in which such unsavoury incidents 
occur, does not render the problem less difficult. 

The wisdom of endeavouring to redirect the vocational pursuits of 
Jewish youth is further apparent when we consider the growing 
tendency on the part of medical schools to adopt quotas for Jewish 
students. Now and then we hear talk of a similar nmumerus clausus 
for Jewish law students. Without attempting to justify the practice, 
we can fairly state that of the university officials who authorise Jewish 
quotas many are in no way actuated by anti-Semitic feeling. One 
thing, however, leads to another. Irrespective of the motivation, a 
precedent is thereby established which is the opening wedge for a 
general curtailment of our economic liberties. Let this matter be given 
serious thought by those who condone the excessive enrolment of 
Jewish students in professional schools. 

A better distribution of Jews in the occupational world will not of 
itself put an end to anti-Jewish agitation. But it will deprive the anti- 
Semites of much. of their ammunition. It will help to support the forces 
that are desperately striving to preserve the liberties of four and a half 
millions of our people in America and of those elsewhere.

_ British Government’s Financial Offer 
PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S INVITATION 


There were three important announcements concerning the refugees 
this week. | a 

The first was a statement by Mr. Neville Chamberlain in the House 
of Commons that the British Government would be prepared to give 
certain financial assistance to refugees (for full details see under 
“ Parliament”). was reported by Lord Winterton, ‘Chairman 
of the Intergovernmental Refugee Committee, in his opening address 
to the conference of the Committee in the Locarno Room of the 
Foreign Office on Wednesday. 

The United States representative, Mr. Myron Taylor, the French 
representative, M. Henry Berenger, the Brazilian representative, Mr. 
H. Lobo, and the representative of the San Dominican Republic, Dr. 
Henriques-Urena, undertook to refer the matter to their Governments. 

The second was an invitation by President Roosevelt to members 
of the Vice-Chairmen’s Committee of the Intergovernmental Committee 
to go to the United States for a two-day conference at the White 
House in the first week of September. The invitation was conveyed 


by. Mr. Myron Taylor. The Director of the Committee, Sir Herbert . 


Emersor, has also been invited to attend. . 

The third was the prospective establishment of the Co-ordinating 
Foundation, a body designed to finance overseas settlement. It is 
to be an entirely private and non-sectarian organisation. Its capital 
is to. amount to one million dollars (£200,000); which is not to be 
spent on relief or for the financing of the transfer of any goods from 
the Reich. The headquarters are to be in London, and it is to be 


. administered by twenty directors, half American and half European. 


Dr.. Wohlthat, the economic adviser of thé German Government, 
who took over the negotiations regarding refugees from Dr. Schacht, 
is in London, ostensibly to attend a whaling conference. It is probable 
that advantage will be taken of his presence to discuss refugee 
questions. 

Our Diplomatic Correspondent writes: 

Chamberlain's announcement of the British Government's 
readiness to consider, in conjunction with the other Governments 
represented on the Evian Committee, a system of official financial 
aid for the resettlement of refugees in new climes was, tactically speak- 
ing, far more adroitly timed than is his wont. It synchronised most 
felicitously with the reassembling of the Intergovernmental Committee, 
thereby averting its possible breakdown through the threatened resigna- 
tion of some of its most influential officers and members, or at any 
rate the barbed criticism in which some were preparing to indulge. 

Moreover, at the risk of appearing ungracious, one cannot resist 
the feeling that the Prime Minister and his colleagues, by disclosing 
their change of policy on the refugee problem on the eve of the new, 
and for them dangerous, Palestine debate, were hoping to assuage the 
feelings of the Zionists and their friends, and, if not to disarm entirely 


the critics of the Government's infidelity to the Balfour Declaration, . 


the Mandate and other pledges, at least to blunt the weapons of such 
critics. For the proposed new policy of financial aid to refugees of 
His Majesty’s Government, as an American delegate was heard to 
remark, was largely in the mg of a solatium or compensation for 
the betrayal of their pledge to the Zionists, and designed to “ appease ” 
American resentment at that betrayal. | 


BELGIUM’S BAN 
Action Against Hlegal Entrants 


At a meeting of the Belgian Cabinet last Friday, the Minister of 
Justice, M. Paul Janson, submitted a report on the refugee question, 
and confirmed the decision taken by the Government on April 30 not 
to admit any new refugees. Foreigners entering without permits would 


be deported. He recalled that since the invasion of Austria, 22.000 


refugees had entered Belgium; 11,000 of them were entirely without 
means, 8.000 were being maintained by the Jewish Refugee Committee, 
= A gg by the Government. Quite recently, 3,000 more had entered 
illegally. 

Our Antwerp Correspondent reports that steps have already been 
taken to implement the Government's decision, and large numbers 
have been imprisoned in Antwerp and Brussels prior to their expulsion. 
The majority of them are Polish Jews who were resident in Germany 
for upwards of thirty years and who have now neither Polish nor 
‘German nationality. | 

‘This decision is to be carried out, the Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
understands, with the utmost consideration. There is to be no question 
of deporting large groups. The Government's decision is regarded as 
a warning to illegal entrants. , 

The Brussels Relief Committee for Jewish Refugees states that 
during May and June, 245 refugees left Belgium for various countries. 


It is reported that Swiss Consulates abroad have been warned not 
to issue visas to Germans, Austrians, Czecho-Slovakians, or Spaniards 
unless they can produce evidence that they are able to return to the

400 LEAVE HOLLAND—FOR NOWHERE 


It ss reported from Beirtt that four ships, with about 2,500 refuvees 
on board, are now in Lebanese waters. 

On the Breslau. one of the four steamers, carrying 650 refugees. an 
epidemic broke out, resulting in the death of several peaple. [he 
ship was then allowed to stay at Beirut while the boat was fumigated. 
The- Osiris, with 600 refugees, entered the harbour at Tripoli after 
running out of provisions, while the Visulyeh, with 650 refugees on 
board, tried to land its passengers at Beirut, but this was not permitied, 
as none of the refugees had the necessary papers. The fourth ship, 
believed to be the Thessaly, a Greek ship, after trying to anchor off 
Beirut. was driven to sea by French military aeroplanes. A French 
police officer who boarded the Thessaly said that several passenvers 
were insane, many were ill, and most were like hunted animals. | 

The refugees have been begging to be landed in Palestine for se\ eral 
weeks. and have been repeatedly driven Of by British cruisers. | 

A party of 400 German refugees, men and women, left Amsterdam 
very early on Sunday morning in an old 1,600-ton steamer, the Dora, 
which was originally Dutch-owned and now flies the Panama flag. The 
ship had been declared seaworthy by the harbour officials only after | 
certain constructional alterations had been effected and reasonable 
measures taken to assure the safety of the passengers once the sea had 
been gained. 

The departure was made in secrecy, and the destination of the Dora 
has not been divulged, although it ts definitely stated that she is not 
bound for any port in Palestine. The Dutch Committee for Jewish 
Refugees organised the departure, and the refugees have been assured 
a haven’ “in a far-off country.” Most of them entered Holland 
illegally, and nearly all have spent several months in work camps. A 
few Dutch Jews voluntarily joined the party. |

The Negev and Sinai 
From Mr. SYDNEY UPTON (Author of “Australia’s Empty Spaces ”) 


To the Editor of THe Jewisn Curonicie 


Sin,—Time marches on and there has not yet been provided one single 
ouiist of any material value towards a permanent settlement of the pressing 
problem of the refugees, Jews or Christians. “ Dilly-dallying ” is far too 
moderate a term to apply to the little that has been and is being done in 
the matter. Action is urgently needed, and Jews and Gentiles alike ought 
by now to have realised that in the first instance this cannot be expected of 
any Government. An entirely different method of approaching the problem 
must be adopted before any solution of it is likely to be leat and it 
needs to be better realised that real progress is absolutely dependent upon 
the location, acceptance, and provision of the necessary large areas suitable 
for settlement of the refugees. 

What is the position in this respect to-day? 

I find that several areas have been suggested, and that, with one exception, 
they are unsuitable for the purpose for which they are intended. Either they 
are too small or they are both too inaccessible and too tropical. The 
refugee problem cannot be solved by any policy of infiltration, nor by 
schemes which are dependent upon the prior expenditure of millions of 
pounds sterling and/or the loss of years of time. Nor can the problem 
await solution until the essential experiments have been made to prové that 
the areas are suitable for the purpose in mind, and, above all, that people 
of Northern European stock can live and work properly in such tropical 
areas and rear offspring capable of having the same qualities as the parents, 
or whether there would be physical, moral, or intellectual degeneration due 
either to the climatic conditions or to the social conditiots which would 
omy in the areas in question in the course of time. On the other hand, 

also find that areas which my knowledge and experience suggest as the 
most likely to be suitable have been either overlooked or, as in the case 
of the exception mentioned and through thoughtlessness and lack of 
imagination, deemed to be useless. Meanwhile, in the banks are huge sums 
of money that have been given, particularly. by Jews, for colonisation 
purposes and are to an extent coveted by people who care not what 
becomes of the refugees, be they Christians or Jews. 

As to the exception above mentioned—the Negev. If to this area and 
by arrangement with Egypt there could be added that of Sinai, would not 
the whole be suitable both for colonisation by Jewish refugees and for 
the creation of a permanent Jewish State from which State the Jews could 
carry out further and possibly larger schemes of Jewish settlement in other 
parts of the world as well as safeguard, if necessary, the future of that 
spiritual home which is apparently to lie in a Federated State that should 
In asking this question, I too, am not blind to the 
objections that can be urged against the combined area, but I have in mind 
the fact that no area more suitable either for the purpose or for the Jewish 
refugees can be suggested, and no area other than that immediately to the 
north of the Negev, together with the Negev and Sinai, can fit in with the 
words of Isaiah XXxXv.

MISSIONARIES AND REFUGEE CHILDREN 


From Rabbi Dr. L. RABINOWITZ 


To the Editor of THe JEWIsH CHRONICLE 


Sin —Mr. H: A- Goodman is to be congratulated for having called 
public attention to the scandal of the activities of certain missionary 
bodies in this country which have seen fit to take advantage of Jewish 
persecution and misery by rescuing its child victims on condition that 
they be converted to the dominant faith, 

| have been actively engaged for over three months in an attempt to 
rescue from one missionary body over fifty Jewish children from Czecho- 
Slovakia who are in their care, and although at one time a promise was 
given that the children would be released, that promise was subsequently 
withdrawn, and, with the exception of one child whom I succeeded in 
rescuing, all the children are still there, taught the tenets of Christianity, 
and regularly taken to church. | 

‘Among these children are some whose parents have expressed a desire 
that they be brought up as Jews. and I have in my possession appealing 
letters from relatives stating that there was no question of baptism and 
asking me to help in having the children removed. The missionary 
is, however, adamant in his determination to retain them, a report on the 
matter stating that “ having: rescued them physically by bringing them out 
of Czecho-Slovakia. he deems it his duty to save them spiritually by 
having them baptised.” 

My investigations into the procedure and methods adopted with regard to 
these children have revealed a measure of duplicity’ and deceit which ill 
accords with Christian doctrine, and which has shocked every right-thinking 
Christian to whom I have revealed them, from the Bishops to local clergy. 
1 should like here to pay a tribute to the help which I received from the 
Bishops of Rochester, Chichester, and Stepney, but those missionary bodies 
are independent organisations, responsible only to their subscribers. — 

It is in every sense deplorable that these munificently financed missionary 
bodies, having failed dismally, despite the funds at their disposal, in their 
efforts. to wean from their ancestral faith the Jews of this country, should 
now fasten upon the victims of Nazi persecution and in the true medieval 
tradition offer them their lives at the expense of their faith. One would 
have hoped that in all the misery, torture, and humiliation which has been 
heaped upon our people during recent years, this last indignity of forced 
conversion would have been spared us, but apparently this isnot to be, 
and we are to drink the cup of tribulation to its very dregs. : 

It appears that there is no body in the Community which regards it as 
its duty to counteract these missionary activities, and both Jewish self- 
respect and the future of Judaism demand that such a body be set up 
without delay.

PROFESSOR BRODETSKY’S SUGGESTIONS 


Professor S. Brodetsky called for a conference of the democratic 
countries, and an international loan of £100,000,000 to help refugees, 
when addressing a conference organised by the Yorkshire Council 
for Spanish Refugees, the Leeds Committee for Spanish Relief, and 
the Leeds Committee for Non-Jewish Refugees, held last Saturday 
at Devonshire Hall, Leeds. 

“The whole refugee situation could be converted into an oppor- 
tunity for developing backward countries, and the forces of democracy 
would be greatly strengthened,” he said. “These hundreds of 
thousands of refugees will be the strongest fighters for democracy.” 
The great problem was to find a settled home. The problem, which 
had not been really tackled, was not one which could be solved 
by the refugees themselves, or by the Jewish community as a whole. 
He suggested that a conference of all countries willing to aid the 
refugees should be held. ™ 


BRAZIL INCREASES QUOTAS 


The Brazilian National Council for Immigration and Colonisation 
has increased the Hungarian and Polish immigration quotas by 3,000 
each annually. Eighty per cent. of the quotas is to be carmarked 
for agriculturists, who must remain on the land for at least four years.

REFUGEFS MANCHESTER YESHIVA 
Home Office Grant Permits 


[From our Correspondent) 


An important meeting was held on Sunday morning regarding the 
sition of the refugee students attending the Manchester Yeshiva. 
here were present Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann, Mr. Nathan Laski, 3 
Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree, President of the Shechita Board, and Hon. 
Officers of the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews and of the 
Yeshiva. 
Mr. Laski reported that he had seen officials at the Home Office 
regarding this matter, and he was glad to say that the Home Office had 
kindly agreed to grant trainee permits, up to the number of forty, 
to refugee students at the Yeshiva. This arrangement would allow 
for twelve of the most promising students, to be chosen by the 
Communal Rabbi and the Yeshiva authorities, to complete their course 
of studies at the Institution. 
On behalf of the Yeshiva, Mr. Saul Rosenberg, the President, and 
~Rabbi M. C. E. Golditch, Secretary, expressed thanks to Mr. Laski 
for his assistance, and satisfaction at the arrangements which he had 
outlined. 
Urgent Need of Financial Support | 
The Yeshiva’s difficult financial position was the subject of a 
lengthy discussion last week at 149, Cheetham Hill Road, at a meeting 
of Presidents and Wardens of Manchester and Salford Synagogues, 
convened by the Communal Rabbi, and presided over by Mr. R. 
Barrow-Sicree. The following resolution was unanimously adopted : 
That this meeting of Presidents and Wardens of Synagogues, being convinced 
of the urgent necessity of support being given to the Manchester Talmud Torah 
and Yeshiva, recommends that the Synagogues be invited to consider the desira- 
bility .of requesting their members to become subscribers to both Institutions, 


and further that the Synagogues be asked to consider the possibility of taking 
upon themselves the responsibility for the maintenance of refugee students 


at the Yeshiva. 

Dr. Altmann said that there could be-no bright future for Judaism 
and the Jewish communities if the centres of Jewish learning, the 
Yeshiva and Talmud Torah, were neglected. He appealed for more 
financial support for both institutions. The Principal of the Yeshiva, 
Rabbi M. |. Segal, and its President, Mr. Rosenberg, had assured him 
that the Yeshiva was at his disposal and they would welcome his 
co-operation in effecting desirable reforms.. He felt sure also that, 
if there was a prospect of increased financial support being forthcoming 
from the Synagogues and their members, the Yeshiva Executive would 
agree to the establishment of a special Synagogue Committee, which 
would have a measure of control over the financial affairs of the 
Yeshiva. 

A discussion followed on the question of the participation by 
Ministers in private functions. Rabbi Altmann announced that new 
agreements were now being made with local caterers, and a list of 
caterers binding themselves to observe the Kashrut conditions laid 
down by the Beth Din would shortly be circulated to all Synagogues. 
He would recommend to local Ministers that, when invited to attend 
meals at private Jewish functions, they should insist that all the 
catering arrangements be under the authority of the Beth Din.

in—We should like to draw your readers’ attention to the serious 
Page position of the Manchester Talmud Torah Schools; which are 
being urgently pressed by the bank for the settlement of the overdraft of 
£5,000 which has accumulated during the past decade. 

During the fifty-nine years of its existence, the Talmud Torah has been 
responsible for the religious training of thousands of Jewish boys and 
girls. Upwards of 700 children attend the main school and the Broughton 
and Heaton Park branches,.and over 1,000 boys and girls receive Hebrew 
lessons from our visiting teachers at the municipal schools daily. In 
addition, boots and clothing are regularly distributed to all needy pupils, 
and a glass of milk is given each day to all children coming direct from 
the Day Schools. These few facts, we believe, are eloquent proof of the 
importance of the Talmud Torah to the Community. 

It has been a difficult task to carry on, as the income has never been 
sufficient to cover expenditure, but we have for many years endeavoured to 
avoid making a special appeal. Now we find ourselves compelled to launch 
a special 100,000 shillings appeal to enable this vital work to be continued 
uncurtailed. If such help is not speedily forthcoming it may not be possible 
to maintain these services at their present high standard. 

We are aware that the calls upon the Community are many and urgent, 
yet it would be fatal to neglect the claims of Jewish education.

SHECHITA PROBLEMS 
Increased Charges for Kasher Meat

A demand for an investigation into the affairs of the local Board 
of Shechita was voiced at a meeting of the Jewish Butchers’ Association 
and representatives of communal institutions held in Geneen’s Hotel 
last week. 

The meeting was called on the initiative of the Jewish Butchers’

iS ons his opinion that the Board of Shechita was not a democratically

resignation. A delegation should be appointed to discuss the matter 
and if no satisfactory agreement could: be come to, they would then 
have to call a public meeting. | 

They all agreed that the butchers and the public had not been treated 
‘fightly, said Mr. H. Shulman, who suggested the immediate calling of 
a public meeting to elect a Board of Shechita from the Jewish public. 

Mr. M. Balon and Mr. I. Kallin were of the opinion that the action 
discussed was too drastic, and they were possibly passing judgment 
on the Board without giving them a hearing. After further discussion 
in which Messrs. S. Ginsburg, W. Lebovitch, and S. Jacobs participated, 
it was decided to invite the representatives of the Board of Shechita 
to a meeting when they would be asked to explain their action in 
raising the prices for Shechita. 3 

The local Board of Shechita consists of delegates from the 
synagogues, the principal senior communal institutions, and five repre- 
sentatives of the community. The Board feel that the increased charges 
do not warrant any increase in the price of meat, and they state that 

their charges compare favourably with those in operation in other 
centres.

Several notable books on world affairs have recently appeared. The 
new series of pamphlets (price 3d. cach) from the Oxford University 
Press include; “ The Prospects of Civilisation,” by Sir Alfred Zimmern, 


_ Montague Burton Professor of International Relations in the University 


of Oxford; and “Herr Hitler's Self-Disclosure in ‘Mein Kampf, ™ 
by R. C. K. Ensor. Last week the Peace Book Company issued 
a 6d, pamphlet, “ Religion and the Organisation of Peace,” an agreed 
statement by leaders of many denominations, including the Archbishop 
of York, the Rev. Dr. J. Scott Lidgett, and Rabbi Dr. Israel Mattuck. 
“Germany's Revoluion of Destruction,” by Hermann Rauschning 
(Heinemann, 10s. 6d.), presents an indictment of Nazism. by the 
former. President of the Danzig Senate. “Europe on the Eve,” by 


Frederick L. Schuman (Robert Hale, 18s.), gives a cofiprehensive 


and fully documented account of recent diplomatic history. “ The 
Lost Legion,” by Gustav Beevar (Stanley Paul, 10s. 6d.), describes an 


_ heroic episode in the Czech struggle fer freedom during the Great War. 


From the Missionary Council of the Church of England comes 
“ Partners * (Church House, Westminster, Is.). This volume has Seca 
specially prepared for next year’s Lambeth Conference of Bishops, 
and has a foreword by the Archbishop of Canterbury. Under the 
heading of “ Unevangelised Areas ™ it alleges: 

“ Hundreds of Jews in their present extremity are searching for a more sold 


spiritual foundation for life than Judaism can give. According to the Bishop 
of. Fulham * owing to the political conditions there is what might be described 
as a mass movement of Jews towards Christianity.’ But the Church is slow 


to realise its opportunity. and responsibility and the Church Missions to Jews, 
working in twelve different countries are pitifully understaffed.” 


_ The sum. of £34,141 is stated to have been contributed in this country 


last year towards the Anglican activities overseas for converting Jews. 
The literary side of missionary activties is also represented in various 
books by Dr. L. Sale-Harrison (published by Pickering and Inglis), 
which seek to connect ancient prophecies with modern events. 


“Outline of Hebrew Palaeography,” by Dr. S. Birnbaum, who ss 
lecturer in that subject at the London School of Oriental Studies, will be 
published by Messrs. Luzac. This history of Hebrew script will be 


_ profusely illustrated, and is likely to become-a standard book of 


reference. It is being subsidised by the University of London, British 
Academy, Palestine Exploration Fund, and others.. Only 250 copies 


are to be published; the subscription price is 2 gns., and this will be 


raised to 3 gns. after publication, 


The Oxford University Press are the publishers of “A Practical 
Grammar, of Classical Hebrew” (price 10s.), by Dr. J. Weingreen, 
Professor of Hebrew at Trinity College, University of Dublin. Accord- 


ing to an entry in Mr. F. L. Lucas’s deeply-moving “Journal Under | 


the Terror, 1938” (Cassell, 10s. 6d.), even grammar is now being 
““Germanised.” This Cambridge scholar gives as one example the 
alteration of “Imperfect” to “Dauer in der Vergangenheit.” For 
reading during the holiday season, two excellent books about foreigsa 
scenes are; “The Back-Garden of Allah,” by Major C. S. Jarva 
(John Murray, 7s. 6d.); and “ Catalan France,” by Basil Collier, with 
illustrations by Helen Kapp (Dent, 18s.). 


Martin Breslauer, from his new home near the British Museum, 
has issued his fifty-second illustrated catalogue of books and manw 
scripts. A dignified foreword explains that a lifetime's service to the 
world of books was temporarily interrupted during the past four years, 
and expresses the hope now of renewed opportunities for the future. 
Among the choice bindings is a fine Hebrew Pentateuch, one of the 
masterpieces of Magnus of Amsterdam. Another item is Sir Frederick 
Kenyon’s monumental work on the Chester Beatty Biblical Papyri. 
The second list of “Judaica and Hebraica”. issued by the Linguists” 
Bookshop includes many notable works, ranging from the sixteenth

LAWN TENNIS AT WIMBLEDON 
Jews Among Competitors 


Wimbledon, the Mecca of the tennis world, is over (writes a correspon- 
dent). Of interest to readers would be the performances of two well-known . 
Jewish players, Dr. Dariel D. Prenn, who at his zenith beat both F. J. Perry 
and H. W. (Bunny) Austin, when leading for Germany against England in 
the Davis Cup. Since tne advent of the Nazi regime, Dr. Prenn has been 
living in London and is now a naturalised British subject. Three years ago 
at Wimbledon, partnered by Harry C. Hopman, the Australian Davis Cup 
player, he reached the semi-finals of the men’s doubles, and was beaten 
after a close match by the eventual winners and worid champions, G. M. 
Lott and L. Stoeffen. At Wimbledon this year; Prenn,.although out of 
training. was able to win the first two sets from that delightful stroke pro- 
ducer, John S. Oliff.. Prenn’s lack of training, however, told its sorry story. 

A much more interesting performance was that of A. H. Hamburger, the 
young Rumanian Davis Cup Captain and Maccabi player, who is spending 
some months in this country playing in various English tournaments. 
Hamburger was completely outclassed by the speed and driving of M. Elmer 
the Swiss Davis Cup player. Hamburger had had no training on the 
Wimbledon courts, which are probably the fastest grass courts in the 
world. The slow,damp courts at the Sunderland tournament, where he 
had been playing the previous week, did not provide the sort of surface on 
which to practise for Wimbledon. At Sunderland, Hamburger had demon- 
strated his undoubted genius for the doubles game, when, partnered by 
Cc. Tan .sescu, another Rumanian, he won the event, beating the 
Hungarian Davis Cup pair, Czikos and Dallas, in straight sets. This 
remarkable victory was very largely the work of Hamburger, whose 
brainy strategy has so often prevailed against some of the best pairs in 
the world. 

At Wimbledon, Hamburger, partnered by D. Hone, of Australia. a n=w- 
comer to this country, won the first set from Billington and Hughes, the old 
English Davis Cup and international player, and, at set all, was within two 
points of the 3rd set when leading 7-6; eventually they lost this at 9-7, 
and the 4th set at 6-3. By this time, Hamburger was becoming 
more accustomed to the fast Wimbledon turf, and this was shown 
by his excellent play in the All-England Pilate. In the first 

round he-defeated the Monaco Davis Cup'‘player, Medecin 6-3, 6-3. won the 


next round against J. Lysaght 7-% 6-4, and had an interesting 3rd round

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CLUBS 
UNITING JEWISH YOUTH 


Another Step Torward 
' PURPOSE OF 1HE YOUTH INSTITUTE 


Presiding at a meeting convened by the Union of Young Israel Societies, 
held at 67, Great Russell Street, W.C., on Wednesday, Mr. Herbert Bueno 
de Mesquita said that it was a continuation of a series of meetings, the 
last of which was held about nine months ago, to discuss the formation 
of a Jewish Youth Bureau. The following delegates were present: Messrs. 
Z. Vardy (Jewish Youth Institute), M. Domnitz and A. Baum (Council 
of Orthodox Jewish Youth Societies), S. W. Gold and John White (Federa- 
tion of Zionist Youth), Miss Eva Krieger, Miss Freda Shest, and Mr. 
Douglas de Lange (Union of Young Israel Societies), and Mr. N. Berkoff 
(Inter-University Jewish Federation). 

Mr. Vardy spoke on the Jewish Youth Institute, which, he said, tried 
to avoid creating a new superstructure that demanded loyalties from its 
component bodies. 


The following resolution, proposed by Mr. Vardy and seconded by Mr. 
Baum, was carried: 

“ Recognising that the Jewish Youth Institute provides the basis of a common 
platform for all Jewish youth organisations, the representatives of the organisa- 
tions at this meeting not yet represented on the Institute agree to recommend 
to their Executives to enter into discussion with the Jewish Youth Institute 
with a view to co-operating with the latter.” 


In view of the above resolution, further discussions on the Jewish Youth 
Bureau will be suspended. ee 


The following aims and objects of the Institute, among others, were read 
at the meeting: 

The general purpose of the Institute is to serve as a central body for 
dealing with the problems of Jewish youth in relation to the activities of 
the Anglo-Jewish Community and to the development of the Jewish National 
Home in Palestine. 

In order to preserve complete freedom of approach to these problems, 
the Institute, while sponsoring and supporting youth organisation, does 
not propose to become an organisation of youth groups-in a technical sense. 

It aims at carrying out research into the iceo'ogical, organisational, and 
economic problems of Jewish youth in this country, and at providing 
statistical and gerieral information about the position of Jewish youth 
organisations. In co-operation with Jewish youth organisations, it will 
undertake regular inquiries into the working of their machinery, for the 
benefit of the organisations concerned. 

It will also. undertake .intensive educational activities in the interests 
of Jewish youth as a whole, as, for example, the setting up of seminaries for 
training young people in the functions of Jewish youth leadership: the 
carrying out of the Palestine Fellowship Scheme, which provides oppor- 
tunities for selected representatives of Jewish youth to proceed to Palestine 
and make a year’s study: of its conditions and problems under authoritative 
guidance, the working out of a detailed syllabus of Hebrew and Jewish 


studies leading up to a certified proficiency examination, to be carried out’ 


under the auspices of the Institute; the maintaining of a clearing-house 
for receiving and distributing all available publications of Jewish interest: 
the setting up of a reference library containing all publications, documents. 
and reports necessary for a close study of Palestine and of problems affecting 
the Jewish peop!e. 

It also aims to promote the wider knowledge and use of the Hebrew 
language amongst Jewish youth.

MACCABPS FOOTBALL COMPETITION 
Krock-Out or League ? 


British Maccabi's “knock-out” football cup competition, open to all 
Jewish clubs in the South of England, has been received favourably in many 
quarters of the London Jewish Youth Movement. The only criticism levelled 
against it is that it shouJd have been a league competition. It is argued 
that a “knock-out” competition does not assure regular Sunday games, 
whereas a league tournament would. It is natural that a club will only 
have an interest in the “knock-out” while it is still in the competition. 
A league tournament, it is maintained, would retain the interest of every 
competing club right throughout the season. 

This cannot be disputed, but it would-be a mistake to believe that British 
Maccabi is not aware of.it. However, this open competition idea is new 
and untried, and it is better to learn to walk than try to run and possibly 
break your neck. The teams in the “open knock-out” will, however. 
provide a first-rate nucleus for a league competition for the following 
football séason. This, I am told, is what Maccabi has in mind.

“I cannot believe,” he said, “in the purity 
of race in the fashion that Hitler believes in it, and [I cannot believe in 
judging people because of the accident of their birth or the colour of 
their skin. Humanity to me has always been one and indivisible, and 
therefore it is really a great thing to have Mr. Bentwich here to-night.”

THREE CONTRASTING PAINTERS 


Three painters of widely differing outlook and taste are showing 
at Tooth’s gallery. 

Pierre Montézin, whose first exhibition in London this is, is a facile 
painter walking in the lines set down by the French Impressionists. 
He most resembles Sisley, but has neither his thoughtfulness nor his 
strong personal reactions to the changes in Nature's face. Montézin's 
landscapes, with their very clever light effects, their rather undistin- 
guished colour, their often quite careless composition, have all the 
charm of delightful scenes described by a well-educated but superficial 
woman. Even his paintings of dull or stormy skies, which are very 


attractive in their way, give one a sense of achievement with too much 
ease, | 


Paul Nash, on the other hand, is a man who obviously thinks a great 
deal before he paints. He thinks much more than he feels, but as his 
taste is very good, and I am using the word as Stendhal would use it, 
he achieves a kind of synthesis that is very pleasing. I am sorry that 
this painter, with his obviously great gifts, leaves one with a sense of 
frustration. He lacks his brother's singleness of heart. He is led 
astray by strange gods—at least, strange to him, and he cannot quite 
assimilate what they have to say to him. However, his water-colours 
are delightful in texture, and “ Different Skies” is a picture of lovely 
colour as well as emotional content. , 

Eve Kirk is a painter who has found a style. She has something 
to say and says it delightfully over and over again. I find very little 


_ difference really between “ La Condamine, Monaco,” a most decorative 


work, and “Parliament Hill Fields.” The colour of “ Greenwich 
Reach” is beautiful, and the picture is reminiscent of those most 
seductive old panoramic views where all sorts of activities are going 
on in the landscape. | 


A™M ADVENTUROUS PERSONALITY 


Jack Bilbo, son of Jewish parents, German father, English mother, 
has crammed a very great deal into:his thirty-two years of adventurous 
life. He has, apparently, toted a gun for Al Capone in America, out- 
witted half the pawnbrokers in Germany, been taken prisoner by 
Italians’ in Abyssinia, indulged in smuggling in Majorca, fought ona 


the side of the Republicans in the Spanish Civil War. This dynamic’ 


personality has already produced four or five books, and last year 
turned to seulpture and painting. He is exhibiting at the Arlington 
Gallery. 

_As is only to be expected, his painting is bad, but it possesses a 
quality of great vitality and sometimes a personal, vivid, and strong 
emotion. Bilbo cannot draw, and where the picture depends mainly 
on drawing, he fails dismally, but where it depends mainly on emotion 
evinced by colours, then he sometimes gets across, as, for instance, im 
“ Carnival,” “ The Clown,” and “ Red Girl,” the best picture in the 
exhibition. | 

His work is tainted by. a certain unevenness—even vulgarity—of 
taste, by his insatiable hurry, and by the question, still unresolved in 
his mind, whether to paint purely what he feels or to augment that by 
what he sees. It will be interesting to follow Bilbo’s career, to see 
whether he will continue to paint and develop in his painting. _

SUMMER FRUITS 


Fruit Macaroons 
UsE any kind of soft fruit—loganberries, raspberries, cherries, or a 
mixture including some currants—and stew till tender with very little water 
and sufficient sugar. Put a macaroon at the bottom of individual glasses 
and fill up with the fruit, using very little of the juice. Garnish with 
shredded nuts or whipped cream. . 
If preferred, the fruit juice can be drained off and thickened with a 


little arrowroot, potato flour, or isinglass. Spoon it over the fruit in the 
glasses when nearly cold. 


| Raspberry or Loganberry Russe 
Raspberry jelly, pt. packet. Savoy biscuits. : 
Sugar. : Cream and angelica for garnishing. 
Raspberries or loganberries, 1\b. 
Stew the fruit till soft, adding sufficient sugar to sweeten and about a gill 
of water; then rub through a sieve. Melt the jelly in a teacup of hot 
water; add sufficient of the fruit purée to make up to one pint. 


Set a little in the bottom of a charlotte russe or cake tin and arrange ° 


biscuits round the edge, Setting one end in the jelly. When cold and nearly 
set, whip the remaining jelly till stiff and frothy and fill up the tin. When 
set, turn out and garnish according to fancy. 


If liked, a stiffly whipped white of egg can be added to the jelly or a 
gill of whipped cream. 


Summer Pudding (1) 


Raspberries or loganberries, jb. Sugar. 
Currants, Ib. Bread. 


Water, 4 pt. 

Line a pudding basin with slices of stale bread half an inch thick. 
Stew fruit with sufficient sugar and half a pint of water till soft and pour 
while hot into the basin. Cover with a round of bread, put a plate with a 
- weight on top, and leave to stand over night. Turn out, and serve with or 
without custard sauce. 


Summer Pudding (2) | 
_ Redcurrants, Ib. Granulated sugar, 
Raspberries or ripe loganberries, Ib. Water, 1 gill. 

COVER the bottom of a glass dish with thin slices of crustless stale bread, 
then put in the uncooked raspberries or ripe loganberries. Put washed 
but unstalked currants in a saucepan with the sugar and water and boil 
rapidly for twenty minutes, then strain while hot over the raspberries. 
Serve very cold, 

Fruit Meringue 
Raspberries or loganberries, Ub. Whites of 2 eggs. 
Redcurrants, 41b. Castor sugar. 

Prepare and wash fruit, put in a fireproof dish, and sprinkle with castor 
sugar. 

Whip the egg whites to a stiff froth. fold in two tablespoonfuls of castor 
‘sugar; heap up over the fruit, dust with sugar, and bake in a moderate oven 
ull the meringue is set and a light biscuit colour. Serve hot or cold. 


Fruit Whip 
Fruit, Ilb. Milk, 4 pt. 
Butter, 1 oz. Flour, } oz. 
Whites of 2 eggs. Sugar. 


Use any kind of fruit in season and stew with just sufficient water to 
prevent burning. When soft, rub through a sieve and sweeten to taste. 
Melt butter in a saucepan, stir in flour smoothly, add the milk, and stir 
over a gentle heat till it boils and thickens. Leave till cold,«then whisk 
lightly with the fruit purée (adding more sugar if necessary). Whip the 
whites till quite stiff, fold into the mixture, then pour into individual 
glasses, and serve very cold. 


Fruit Charlotte 


LINE bottom and sides of a fireproof dish with thin slices of crustless 
bread dipped in oiled butter (or substitute). Fill up the dish with any kind 
of soft fruit (or a mixture) sprinkled with sugar and grated lemon rind, add 
the juice of a lemon, and cover with thin slices of bread, also dipped in. 
oiled butter (or substitute). Sprinkle with sugar, dot with butter, and bake 
in a moderate oven for about three-quarters of an hour. |

RELIGIOUS CONFERENCE ON WORLD PEACE 


Sir Feroze Khan Noon, K.C.LE., High Commissioner for India, presided 
at a religious conference on world peace held recently at the London 
Mosque. The Rev. V. G. Simmons, of the West London Synagogue, 
delivered the first address on “The Contribution of Judaism to World 
_ Peace.” The Jews, he said, were essentially a religious community and 
believed in universal brotherhood.

The Rev. S. Hopkinson, speaking 
for the Christian faith, said that peace depended on religious freedom. He 
appealed for a general understanding of the meeds of other people. The 
Iman J.D, Shams declared that the very meaning of the word Islam was peace 
and reconciliation. Islam laid down a code of. laws, such as freedom of 
conscience and settlements of disputes by arbitration, which, if followed, 
would ensure peace. | 


THE BEGINNING OF YIDDISH

_“ How Old is Yiddish?” was the subject of a lecture by the philologist 
Dr. Salomo Birnbaum, delivered recently at the Poale Zion Club, 11, 
Stamford Hil, N., and arranged by the London Branch of the Yivo. Mr. 
Joseph Left ich, the Vice-Chairman of the Yivo, presided. 


Dr. Birnbaum examined Yiddish from the linguistic, psychological, 


sociological, and practical aspects to determine the period when it had begun 
to be an independent language. Each line of inquiry led to the con- 
clusion that it began to be so not less than 700 years ago, especially in 
Southern Germany, and from certain internal evidence perhaps as far 
back as 900 years ago.

STEPNEY JEWISH SCHOOLS 
Eighteen Scholarships Won in 1938 


Presiding at the sixty-sixth annual meeting of the Governors and 
subscribers of the Stepney Jewish Schools, held on Monday evening at 
29, Phillimore Gardens, Kens‘ngton (by the courtesy of Mr. and Mrs. 
John Sebag- Montefiore), Mr. Herbert M. Adler, the President, made 
proud mention of the fact toat during the year 1938 the school had 
won 18 scholarships, including 8 L:C.C. Junior County Scholarships; and 
three special prizes had been won in the Safety-First Essay Competi- 
tion. The girls of the school had won the local Schools Swimming 
Association Junior Championship for the second year. 

Mr. Adler said the number of pupils had decreased by 50, the total at the 
end of the year. being 646. It was part of the present drift of the London 
school population. The Stepney Schools were now definitely under strength, 
but, against that, a number of refugee children had been admitted, and were 
doing well. He made mention of the new feature—a Junior Congregation— 
which, he said, was proving a great success at the Beaumont Hall of the 
Stepney Jew.sh Girls’ Club. The services were conducted entirely by the 
children. The school journey to Bognor had provided for a fortnight's 
holiday for 30 children, and the “open day” in the girls’ and boys’ depart- 
ments had provided an admirable means of interesting the parents in their 
children’s work. 

Mr. Adler said the new Education Act would necessitate increased accom- 
modation, and additional finances would have to be found. It was not their 
intention to appeal to the Community at the present juncture. 

Mr. Herbert M. Adler was re-elected President, and Mr. John Sebag- 


Montefiore was unanimously elected to the vacant post of Vice-President. -

Discussion in the City has turned again to Defence Loan prospects 
following the Chancellor of the Exchequer’s recent statement in Parlia- 
ment. He indicated that no less than £500,000,000 will be required 
this year. Of this, the Government proposes to raise £150,000,000 
by short term borrowing on Treasury Bills, which will leave 
£350,000,000 to be raised by public loan. The increase in Treasury 
Bills is likely to be readily absorbed by the money market, and, in fact, 
some suggest that even larger borrowing in this form would be feasible. 
Speculation centres mainly around the possible terms and time of 
issue of the public loans, regarding which the Chancellor gave no hint. 
It is suggested that the time will be later in the year, after the holiday 
season, and that possibly two offers will be made, a short-dated loan 
appealing to the money market and big investing institutions, and a 
longer dated loan having a wide public appeal. No doubt the latter 
will be made the subject of a national campaign. On the basis of 
current gilt edged prices, possible terms might be a 34 per cent. 
twenty-year loan at a little under par. There has naturally been some 
easing of gilt edged prices on such big prospective borrowing, but 
meanwhile Sudan is offering a £2,000,000 British guaranteed loan. in 
34 per cent. stock, 1954-59, at a price of 97, and the result of this 


will be watched with great interest. Stock markets as a whole maintain 
a firm appearance. 


PALESTINE ELECTRIC 


Sales of electricity. by the Palestine Electric Corporation in 1938 were 
72,253,610 units, compared with 71,265,889 units in 1937 and 65,495,957 units 
in 1936. While the increase is less than that of the previous year, in view 
of the unsettled conditions prevailing, it must be regarded as satisfactory. 
Gross revenue was fully maintained at £P611,364, against £P611,051, but 
expenses evidently were higher since gross profits amounted to £P323,380, 
against £P352,470. After depreciation, preference share sinking fund, and 
amortisation, there remains a net profit of £P183,192, against £P235_566. 
After meeting preference dividends, it is natural that in the circumstances 


a conservative policy should be followed in distributing the balance avail-' 


able. A final dividend of 2} per cent., tax free, makes a total of 5 per 
eent., tax free, against 74 per cent., tax free, for the year. There is 
£P30,000 reserved for income tax, against £P20,000, while £P20,000, against 


£P50,000, goes to general reserve. The carry forward is £P23,568, against 


£P25,851. During the year, the number of consumers was increased from 
75,805 to 80,384, and the transmission and distribution network 
was extended by 180 km., making a total at the end of 1938 of 1,243 km. of 
high tension transmission lines and cables and 1,135 km. of low tension 
distribution lines. The Corporation’s £1 shares stand at 21s. 3d. 


JERUSALEM ELECTRIC 


The report of the Jerusalem Electric and Public Service Corporation does 
not give details of sales of electricity nor of gross revenue, so that it is 
difficult to tell to what extent its results were affected by the same factors 


as those evident on the Palestine Electric report. ° The operating surplus . 


for the year to March 31 was practically maintained at £P70,531, against 
£P70,612, and after London expenses and fees the profit is £P64,520, against 
£P65,055. There is £P15,000 provided for renewals and depreciation, as 
last year, and £P12,500, against £P13,500, for income tax. General reserve 
receives £P7,500, against £P5,000, and amortisation fund the usual amount 
of £P5,477. After these allocations, the dividend is maintained at 7 per 
cent., the level to which it was raised from 6 per cent. a year ago, and the 
carry forward is £P5,743, against £P5.807. The.Company supplies an area 
of 480 square miles in and around Jerusalem. The report states -that 


business was well maintained, though costs were somewhat increased. The

AMALGAMATED DENTAL 


The thirty-fourth annual general meeting of The Amalgamated Dental Co. 
Limited, formerly Claudius Ash, Sons and Co., Ltd., and De Trey and Co., Ltd., 
was held on July 17, in London. 

Mr. E. Russell Poiden (the Chairman) said that having regard to the continued 
unsettled conditions the result of the Company's efforts during the past year might 
be considered satisfactory. The profit for the year was £201,818 against £197,186, 
an increase of £4,632. The essential preliminary requirements to successful inter- 
national trading—confidence, stability, and reasonably free monctary exchange— 
were still far from being assured, but the home business had again been well 
maintained. The directors recommended a dividend of 5 per cent. on the deferred 
ordinary stock, the same as for the past three years. 


The activities of the dental professional bodies, of Government departments, — 


of municipal and industrial undertakings, in the promotion of more effective and 
efficient dental services had reached a stage of development far beyond any 
anticipation of the past few years, and there still remained scope for greater 
activity. Whilst t was tragic to realise that talk of war had become common- 
place, there was some encouragement in the realisation that concerted action 
had been taken against those elements which. undermined health, physical fitness, 
stamina and gencral well-being, and of those elements, defective and diseased 
teeth were among the most insidious and perhaps the most common.

production and sal merchandise falling within that category.

INCREASED INCOME 


The seventh ordinary general meeting of Philip Hill and Partners, Lid, was” 


held on July 18 at the May Fair Hotel, London, W. 

Mr. Philip E. Hill (Chairman and Managing Director) said that their profit 
for the fifteen months amounted to £638,357. That compared with £498,456 
for the previous year. If for comparison they reduced their present figure by 


. one-fifth to cover the three extra months, they found their annual income had 


increased by some £12,000. The conservative dividend polcy adopted in the 
past was still. being fellowed and a final dividend of 6} per cent., less tax, was 
recommended, making 314 per cent., less tax, for the fifteen months, which was 
at the rate of 25 per cent. per annum. Actually, their revenue for the period 
was equivalent to 54 per cent. on their ordinary share capitai. 

The quotations for their investments had followed the general market trend, 
with the result that their market value at June 30 was £269,826 less than their 
book value. While the directors believed that setback was purely temporary, 
being due to the unsettled international position and not to any decrease in their 
intrinsic worth or earning capacity, they had deemed it prudent to create an 
investment depreciation reserve account. That they had done by taking the 


undistributed surplus of the period’s revenue-—amounting, after allowing for 


income tax, to £140,000—and transferring £215,434 from general reserve. By that 


- action that new investment depreciation reserve account totalled £355,434, which, 


when deducted from the book value of their investments, brought that down to some 


£85,000 below their market vatue at June 30. After making that transfer, their 
general reserve stood at £1,000,000 and the dividend equalisation account remained 
at £200,000, which two items exceeded the amount of the issued ordinary share 
capital of the Company. 


GREATER EARNING CAPACITr 


The earning capacity of their holdings had increased, revenue from that source 
for the period totalling £363,215, being over half their total revenue. His estimate 
of the revenue they should receive from that source in the coming year under 
existing conditions indicated that the amount available, without including any 
revenue at all from the new issue and financial side of their business, should 
be sufficient, after paying all expenses and the dividend on their preference 
share capital, to allow the payment of a satisfactory dividend on their ordinary 
shares.

In a large and efficient cast quite the best acting comes from Doris 
Hilditch as “The Other Woman.” Here is simplicity itself; never are we 
in doubt that this is a real person, though the dramatist left her almost 
featureless. 

The play is set in Cambridge in five periods from 1880 to the present 
day and Miss Muriel Pratt's production is scrupulous in its truth to period. 
We. see the costumes change, the furniture change-——and the pictures on 
the walls remain the same!

BLOCH’S VIOLIN CONCERTO RECORDED 
A First-Rank Composition 
MUSIC WITH UNDERLYING PHILOSOPHY ~— 
(By our Music Critic] 


The issue by Columbia of Bloch’s Violin Concerto, some six 
months after its world first performance, and two months after its 
first performance in England, must be regarded as great enterprise on 
the part of the issuing company, and a remarkable triumph for and 
recognition of the composer. The first London performance was 
reviewed in this column on March 17, and I then expressed the opinion 
that the work was probably the most outstanding violin concerto to 
have been written for years, though due allowance had then to be 
made for the difficulty of judging a work on one performance. 
Intensive study of these four records enables me to sweep aside al 
doubts: beyond question here is a first-rank composition, one of 
Bloch’s greatest achievements, and no lover of recorded music can 
afford to ignore these records. 

The work is in the orthodox three movements, but the space allo- 
cation on the records suggests an apparent discrepancy in the relative. 
bigness of the three movements, for the first movement occupies 4 
sides, the second 14, and the third 2}. Thus the last movement is 
much smaller in relation to the first than ts the average “finale” of a 
concerto. The last movement has, however, a function. to fulfil, 
fulfils it admirably, and ends when it has done so. 

The first movement (aliegro deciso) opens with a-defiant horn and 
woodwind fanfare (1) which is one of the most important themes 
of the work, and provides the note on which the last movement 
closes. It continues into a descending figure running down into 
the bass: then, as though born from those depths, and in consummate 
contrast, the solo violin has an ascending figure (2) which is the 
second major theme of the work. Its rhapsodic rise and fall is 
Bloch in his most characteristic expressiveness. It is the dove brooding 
over chaos, a simile which occurs to one again and again throughout 
the composition. It passes into a pensive cadenza (3) which is not 
only beautiful in itself but is an important element in the main 
cadenza later in the movement, as well as elsewhere. Again in 
vital contrast, however, there follows a passage in measured march 
tempo which gives strength and solidity. These, with other, minor 
phrases, form the thematic material of the first movement, and are 
worked into the two succeeding movements; a point of great import- 
ance to an understanding of the structural unity of the work. 

Second side: The solo violin has a quiet soliloquy which leads to 
the “second subject,” an especially beautiful yearning melody. it is 
echoed by orchestral instruments, and is followed by the violin figure 


(2) above. 


Marvellously Beautiful Cadenza 


Third side: Here is the striking, agitated passage which leads to a 
climax in chaos, out of which is born a solo statement of the violin 
figure (2), passing into a marvellously beautiful cadenza. This is 
breathtaking in its wistful, haunting loveliness, its introspecive self- 
communing, and is equally remarkable as a piece of writing for violin 
virtuosos. It is a pity that the break in the record comes in the 
middle of the cadenza. It is continued on the fourth side, using 
the figure of the earlier cadenza (3) and some expressive arpeggio 
work around three notes contained in a single interval. The orchestra 
re-enters with a.quiet statement of the first violin cadenza figure (3), 
and the coda arrives as a magnificent piece of working-up on the part 
of soloist and orchestra: a single polyphonic chord of defiance. 

Fifth side: The andante movement opens with a typical Bloch 
pastoral rising theme for woodwind and harp, all written low in the 
tonal scale, so that the appearance of the solo ins:rument in the very 
highest notes of the higher register produces an ethereal effect of 
descent from distant mountain-tops.. This movement is built up 
mainly of these two elements and similar fragments, but at one point 
it rises into stronger expression, only to die away again into quiet- 
ness. A significant structural feature of the orchestration is a. very 
regular and strictly designed drum theme, which accompanies some 
of the quieter passages. 

_ Sixth side: After the close of the andante. the third movement 
is again marked “allegro deciso,” though a new note of exaltation 
is present, with tragedy never far off. After reference to some of 
the main themes, the solo violin plunges into a new theme, in this 
form fundamental only to this movement, a joyous but strictly measured 
attended by excited, happy little runs on the flutes, etc. 
But the measure deepens into pain, only to rise again into serenity 
in the woodwind, returning to joyousness at the beginning of side eight. 
Strands of joy and sorrow, exaltation and tragedy, meditation and 
feverish activity are closely interwoven throughout the movement, but 
it ends with a defiant re-statement of the opening fanfare theme, and 
— with a note of triumph is the conclusion. 
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to Bloch’s wider group of works, when he transcends nationality and 
is — a human being. 

On these records Szigeti repeats his master! rformance, an 
the orchestra of the Société des Concerts du C sauaiaianaiee at “Rar 
conducted by Charles Munch, is very good. The recording is excellent, 
save that at times the solo violin is a little too prominent as compared 
with the orchestra, but that, in this case, is a fault on the right side.

JOSE BEN CHALAFTA 


BY AUNTIE 


T is related of the Chaplain of a German 
Emperor that when asked for an example 
of a miracle, he replied simply “ The Jews.” 
He was not far wrong, for it is a miracle that 
we have survived the many attempts to destroy 
us. We are inclined to regard the present 


German persecution as the most thorough- 


going experiment in that direction. But Hitler 
has had predecessors who were quite as drastic 
and who failed just as Hitler will fail. We are 
approaching the anniversary of the destruction 
a the Temple. I want to speak to-day of a 
period immediately following that tragedy and 
of one who lived at that time. I refer to the 
time of the Emperor Hadrian, which was 
known in Jewish tradition as “an age of 
oppression, an age of danger, and an age 
apostasy.” 
“ VERBOTEN ” 


The Roman Emperor resolved to stamp out 
Judaism. Hebrew education was prohibited, 
the observance of the Sabbath was forbidden, 
the rite of circumcision was banned, and the 
reading and study of the Torah were pros- 
cribed. The installation of Rabbis was punish- 
able with death, both to the ordaining teacher 
and authorised pupil; even the town in which 
such a ceremony took place was liable to be 
razed to the ground. 


In SEPPHORIS 


At such a time lived in Sepphoris as head 
of the Rabbinical Academy Jose ben“Chalafta, 
who not only had to contend with this dire 
persecution on the part of Hadrian and his 
subordjnates but also to fight against the 
preachers of the new Christian faith who were 
seeking adherents among the Jews especially 
in Galilee, the province in which Rabbi Jose 


worked.’ He was reputed to be descended from 


Jethro, the father-in-law of Moses, belonging 
to the Rechabite family who earned the com- 
mendation of Jeremiah for their devotion to 
the law of Israel. Jose was ordained in 
defiance of the law and fled to Asia Minor, 
where he remained until the edicts were 
revoked. One of his sons took part in a 
mission to Rome to achieve this result and 
Jose was able to return to Sepphoris. 


Some SAYINGS ™ 


A number of his sayings have been pre- 
served. “He who honours the Torah will be 
honoured by his fellow-men,” he declared, 
“but he who desecrates the Torah will earn 
the contempt of his fellows.” How true this is! 
Those Jews are most respected who are true to 
their religious precepts, while those who care 
nothing for their own religion are merely des- 
pised. The Talmud records him calling his 
wife his “home,” for without her—so_ he 
implied—it would be no home. He set great 
store by Sabbath observance. “ May my lot 
be of those who welcome the Sabbath in 
Tiberias and who let it depart in Sepphoris,” 
he said. In Tiberias, which was in a valley, 
the Sabbath commenced rather earlier, but in 
Sepphoris, which was on a mountain, the 
Sabbath went out later. Rabbi Jose meant that 


he wished to have as long a Sabbath day as. 


possible. 
Wrrs | 
Rabbi Jose was one of those Rabbis to whom 
Elijah was said to have appeared. “Once,” he 
related, “ I was journeying by the wayside, and 
I entered one of the ruins of Jerusalem to say 


my prayers. Elijah—may his remembrance be

for good !—came and waited at the entrance for 


and remained until 1 had concluded my 
prayer. After 1 had finished he greeted me, 
*Peace be to thee my master.’ I replied, 
*Peace be unto thee, my master and teacher.’ 
Then he asked me, *‘ My son, why didst thou 
enter this ruin?’ I answered ‘To pray.’ He 
said to me, ‘ Thou shouldst have prayed by the 
roadside.” I explained that I feared inter- 
ruption by passers-by and he said to me, ‘ Thou 
shouldst have offered a short prayer.’” The 
narrative goes on to relate how Elijah inquired 
what Jose heard in the ruin and he replied that 
he heard a heavenly voice moaning like a dove 
and seeming to say, “ Alas for My children for 
whose sins I destroyed My Temple, and exiled 
them among the nations!” And Elijah said 
that the voice could be heard three times a 
day, and that whenever the Children of Israel 
entered their synagogues and houses of study 
and praised the great name of God, the Holy 
One, blessed be He, shook his head as if in 
sorrow and exclaimed, “Happy the King who 
is sO praised in His house! Alas for the Father 
who has banished his children! And alas for 
the children who have been banished from 
their Father's table!” There is another 
Talmudic passage which recounts that Elijah 
was a frequent visitor to Rabbi Jose, who was 
thus especially favoured. Once Jose called 
Elijah hot-tempered, and Elijah absented him- 
self for three days. When he paid his 
customary visit on the fourth day Jose asked 
him why he had stayed away. “ Because thou 
didst call me bad-tempered,” Elijah replied. 
“ But,” said Jose, “in this very abstention for 
such a trivial cause hast thou shown thy 
temper.” 

I fear my space is at an end. Rabbi Jose 
ben Chalafta was a sage who kept the lamp of 
Judaism burning brightly when it might easily 
have grown dim and for this reason deserves 
to be held in honoured memory. 


A MISTAKE 


I was led—as I have been dutifully reminded 
-—into a little error the other day. The usual 
Haftarah of Pinchas recounts the vision of 
Elijah and is taken from the Book of Kings. 
This year, however, the Sidra fell after the 
fast of Tammuz i7, and the prophetic lesson 
was changed to the first chapter of Jeremiah, 
which is more in accord with the tragic 
memories which the period before Ab 9 
recalls. The latter is usually the Haftarah for 
Mattoth, which this year was read together 
with Massey. It is the first of three “ Haftarahs 
of rebuke ” which precede the Fast day.
